On getting this further 
information I at once sent off another messenger 
on horse back for the Darogah, as I was alarmed 

that the villagérs would rescue the body at all 

hazards, which, however, I am happy to say, they 

did not sueceed in doing, the Darogah arriving on 

the apot heforo sunset, and the body was sent to 

Kishnaghur daring the night. The chowseydar 

of one of the villages has givenin thé names ol 

twenty-nine that committed the brutal assault upon 

my servants. This, as you may imagine, is very 

discouraging to our field servants, who. state they 

are not safe in the execution of their duty, but 

I sinoerely trust the delinquents may be made a 

severe example of, Ag fur as I can learn the chiel 
cause of this wanton attack upon my servants is 

owing to notices of enhancement that were served 

on one of the villages in question on or about the 

14th instant, in the execution of which the Court 

Peon was abused and threatened, with my servants 

who accompanied him, and the Peon sent in his 

report to the Collector 1 this effect, and my 
‘Ameen, on behalf of the Bengal Indigo Company, 

made a petition to the Magistrate of what had 

taken place, and that is the man, I regret to soy, 

that has been aurdéred, It appears the ryots, 

at the time the notices were served, said ino 

determined way they would not sow Indigo, nor 

would they allow it to bo sown on any of the lands 

belonging to their village, sv you will observe 

this unfortunate affair-was premeditated, which ia 

to be hoped tay turn out Litterly to their cost. 

As the case progresses I shall give you further 

information.

In continuation of my Office Memorandum 
No. 64 of 26th ultimo, I have the honor to report 
that the District Superintendent has arrested and 
forwarded for triul twenty-two persons charged 
with taking a part in the’ affray which occurred 
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on the 25th ultimo near the Bagadangah Factory, 
and which unfortunately resulted in the immo- 
diate death of a factory servant named Ram- 
mohun Banerjea, and the probable, though as yet 
not certain, death of a factory couly named Modhun. 

2. It appears from the police report that on 
the day abovementioned a party of coolies were 
sent to sow certain lunds near tho Village of 
Koomree with Indigo. The ryota of the vile 
lage attacked the coolics in a body and beat them 
with latties. The coolies took to flight, but one 
of their number, by name Modhnn, kas been misae 
ing since the attack, and it is supposed that ho 
was murdered and bis body made away with. The 
villagers then proceeded to the Village of Koom- 
reo, where the factory Dewan was holding 
cutcherry, and attacked the place. The Dewan 
recvived several blows, and the deceased, Ram- 
mobun Banerjea, was struck a blow on the region 
of the spleen by a lattic, from the effects of which 
he died. The corpse was forwarded to the Station 
and a post mortem examination made by the Civil 
Assistant-Surgeon. Tw other men were severely 
beaten. 

3. As already stated twenty-two persons have 
been forwarded for trial, and the investigation of 
the charges will be commenced this day. 

4, have urged the District Superintendent 
to make every exertion to obtain, clue as to the 
fate of the missing man Modhun, and have autho- 
rized tho offer of a reward of Rupeés 100 for such 
information as may lead to the discovery of the 

man, if utill alive, or of his corpss, if he be dead. 
{ 5. The District Superintendent acted with 
enorgy in the matter, and the subordinate poiive 
appear to have becn prompt in their proceedings.

Some twenty-five boona coolies had been sent 
out by © Mr. Tripp to dig up some land near this 
village to sow Indigo, Upon their commencing 
work the villagers of Koomree assembled with 
ities (reputed number 125) in the village'and came 
out towards them abusing them. They at once ran 
away followed by the crowd, who succeeded -in 
catching four, “ Mughun,” “ Mohun,” “ Shoo. 
khoo Ram,” and ‘“ Modhun”—all boona coolies. 
Having beaten them severely with Jalliey (of 
which they bear visible proof) they dragged them 
off, but owing to the interference of Shuroup 
chowkeydar and the women of the village, they 
were released, It is at this point that “Modlun”” 
disappears, he had been seen to receive three severe 
blows with /atties and nothing further is known 
of him. I have, a my own mind, no doubt that 
he met his death and that his body has been con- 
cealed, probably sunk in the water. The three 
others on being releafed run to the factory and 
gave information of the affray, which was at once 
forwarded to the Police Station. 

Leaving them the mob returrfed towards the 
village to the house of one Anund Bishesh, 
(where the Factory Dewan, Denonath Mookerjea, 
vas sitting with Rammohun Banerjea the deceased, 

, Luckhen Classie, Kuleem Sheik, and Arizoollah ), 
On the way they were abusing the Dewan and 
saying they would knock his brains ont could they 
Sind him, 

They advanced to the house of Anund Bishesh, 
armed with latties and much excited. Seeing the 
men they sought sitting there they at once set 
upon them. The special object of vengeance 
appearing to be the Dewan, who was seized by the 
hand and struck over the head with latties. ‘The 
deceased came forward and interfered but was at 
once struck down by Modhoo Ghose, Giridbur 
Ghose, Kullooram (chowkeydar), and Girish 
Ghose. Kulcem and Arizoollah ran away inside 
and locked the door but were dragged out and 
severely beaten. Owing to the interference’ of the 
deceased the Dewan was enabled to escape and 
managed to hide himself until the mob dispersed, 
when he ran away, got his horse, ond rode off to 
Hapskhally to lodge information. The body of 
the deceased was then taken by Modhoo Ghose and 
Girish Ghose and thrown into the houge of one 
Shubdun Sheikh. The evidence eliciged estab- 
lisned the fact that “ Modhoo Ghose,” “ Giridhur 
Ghose,” Kullooram chowkeydar, and “Girish 
Ghose,” dealt tho deceased the blows which 
resulted in his desth, and ghat the remaining 
nineteen men sided and abetted.

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter No, 70, dated the let instant, report- 
ing on the proceedings taken by the District 
Superintendent in the matter of the affray which 
J has taken place near the Bagadangah Factory, 
and in reply to inform you that in a case of this 
importance the Lieutenant-Governor’ thinks it 
desirable that you should yourself proceed imme- 
diately to the spot and make a full enquiry into 
all the circumstances attending the outrag. 

2. For the arrest of, and the collection of 
evidenco aguinst, ,the persons concerued in the 
crime the proropt and active measures adopted by 
the Police under the personal direction of' the 
District Superintendent are, the Lieutenant- 
Governor has no reason to doubt from the report, 
submitted with your demi-ollicial communication, 
likely to be sufficient; but His Honor would wish 
to be thoroughly informed of the antecedent rela 
tions and state of feeling between the Managers 
of the estates of the Bengal Indigo Company 
in the Nuddea District and the ryots of the 
villages within those estates, especially those of 
the particular village which was the scene of this 
extraordinary violence and continued aggression. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor thinks that full 
information on this head can only be obtained 
through a careful and extended personal enquiry 
to be conducted by yourself, not only in the 
village where this outbreak occurred, but also in 
the neighbouring villuges withia the Bengal In- 
digo Company’s estates. 

4. His Honor dooms it of the greatest: impor- 
tance that the whole state of the case as between 
this Company and their ryots should be fully 
exatnined and made known, in order to dome to a, 
clear decision as to what eteps it will be advisable 
to take to remove the risk of future collisions and 
disturbance of the District. 

6. You should, therefore, lose no time in 
accomplishing this object and submitting full 
reports to Government of such information as you 
may obtain in the course of your enquiry.

7. will here quote the opinion recorded by 
the late Indigo Commission on this subject, aud 
ube remarks recorded in the Minate drawn up by 
the late Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. ‘The 
Members of the Indigo Commission say, (para- 
graph 63)—" We ean have no doubt that the 
question of direct profit to the ryots as a body is 
no longer matter for serious discussin.” ‘The 
Jate Lieutewaut-Governor in his Minute says,— 
“ Appendix No. 1 shows that the must common 
price given for Indigo is 1 Rupee for six bundles,” 
and coneludes his Minute by recording his wpimion 
that “ Rupees 7 is the absolute logy per beegah on 
average land from cultivating ludigy at the price 
now paid for it.” ; ; 

3. Under these circumstances it is obvious 
that Indigy cannot be wnat the rate above 
quoted, except under the influence of strong com- 
pulsion placed upon the ryote, The means of this 
cmppulsivn ure ound iu Svetion 13 of Act X. ot 
139, and it is now the established practice iv the 
Mulaath Indigo Concern, as well as in other 
Concerns, to offer to the ryot the option ot 
executing au agreement for the cultivation of 
Indigo, or of receiving a notice, under Section Ls 
of Act X. of 1439, to pay enhanced rent for the 
lands held by hita. 

Y. tis diticult to say which of theso two 
alternatives is most obnoxious to the ryote. It is 
not dillicult to perceive how obnoxious to the ryots 
must be the factory servants who are continually 
employed in’ pressing upon their cunsiderajon 
tne choice effered to them by the Bengal Indigo 
Company. 

lu. Admitting that the factory servants 
never go beyond the length af verbal exhortation 
on the subject, it is plam that ample grounds 
exist fur the dielike of the ryots towards Indigo 
cultivation und the factory people engaged in 
promoting it, 

11. But there is reason to suppose that the 
energy of the Compavy’s servants is not confined 
w the use of words, but thut force is ovcasionully 
empleyed to induce unwiliing ryots to enter into 
engagements with the factory. 

iz. ‘be preceding remarks will, I trust, be 
sullivient to show that the ryote have grounds for 
a general didike tu tue cultivation of Indigo on 
the terms offered and to the’agents employed on 
the part of the Bengal Indigo Company. 



























To account clearly for the outrage on the part 
of the villagers of Ramuuggur and Koomree on 
the 25th ultimo it ie necessary to enter into certain 
details, which I will notice as briefly as possible. 

The annexed hand Sketch will show the 
chief features of the country where the outrage 
occurred, 

14. The following facts connected with the 
case may be accepted os fully established, vie. :— 

Int,—That on the day mentioned the factory 
Dewan, with a pyty of coolies and certain 
fuctory servants, proveeded to the western bank 
of the river, and that the coolies commenced to 
hoe the lunds adjacent to the river. 

2nd.—Thut the Dewan, uccompanied by the 
Ameen (deceased) and ut least three other factory 
servants, went shortly afterwards into the Village 
ot Koomree. 

3rd.—That the party of eoolies were attacked 
by a number of villagers and were beaten with 
latties. 

4tk—That the Dewan and other factory ser- 
vants who were with him were afterwards attack- 
ed and beaten, and a big infligted on the Ameen, 
Rammohun Banerjea, which, owing to the 
diseased state ot his -pleen, caused his death then 
and there. 

5t4.—That the ryots of Ramnugzur had, and 
still have, the greatest objection to the cultiva. 
tion of Indigo on the lands belonging to their 
village, 

6/4 —That an impressiga (whether justified by 
facts or not cunnut be positively asserted) e: 
thal coercive meusures of some kind were about 
to be adopted on the part of the factory to induce 
the Ramnnggur people to agree to the terms 
offered for the cultivation gf Indigo, 

7t4.—That in the cultivation of the “ char” 
lands the factory people’s proceedings were quite 
suilicient to excite the hostility of the ryote and 
to alfurd them a pretext for complaint against the 
factory. 

tvi.—That in addition to the two exciting 
causes just mentioged there exista on the part of 
the ryots generally a dislike to the factory and all 
those employed by the factory, which rendere the 
former specially lable to irritation on the slightess 
provocation. 

15, In describing the events which touk place 











! on the day of the outrage, I should state that the 


land claimed by the factory as nvizabad, and 
which the coulies were ordered to dig, consists of'a 
long narrow etrip lying along the edgo of the 
tiver, which in the rains ix covered by water, apd 
in the dry texas becomes fit for cultivation. It is

was intended, From enquiries l'have made 1 am: 
satisfied that other “ Peadas” (or lattiale ag :dhe- 
villagers say) went to the sume spot on thatday:- 
‘The villagers, excited by the causes aby 
mentioned, proceeded to drive away. the 
party from the land. ‘The cookies and ‘¢ 
seeing the villagers running towards 
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shouting, at first supposed that they were in 
ureuit of ahare and did not therefore take to 

ight at once across the river, as they would 
otherwive have dono, and a collision ensued, ju 
which some of the coolies received blows and 
three of their number were seized and carried off 
y the villagers, who apparently intended to take 
them to the Police Station on a charge of digying 
the village lands. The way to the Police Station 
would lie throngh the Village of Koomree and 
past the house where the Dewan and others were 
sitting, At this point a further collision between 
the villagers and factory people occurred, result- 
ing in the death of the Ameen. Whetherethe 
villagers went to this house in parsuit of the Dewan, 
or whether they merely went that way as bein 
the direct way to the Police Station, vapnot be 
ascertained for certain, 

16. It is stated by the factory people that 
Indigo has always been grown on the land where 
the coolies were at work. On examining the 
ground I certainly found Indio stalks on some 
Tands close to the dog-up ‘‘chur? land at one 
point, but none whatever on the ground situated a 
Tete farther south, The ryots of Ramnagsar 
assert that the land on which the Indigo sta 
ure is either land belonging to Koomree Village 
or to the deceased Rammohun Banexjea, who, 
though an Ameen of the factory, was a resident of 
Ramnuggur ; and they state that for three years 
no Indigo has been grown on their village lands, 
except by the deeded Arveen and his’ brothet 
Bieto Banerjea, and on the land of these men 
within the last year only. 

17, Close to the land dug up by the factory 
coolies aro lands under cultivation by the ryots, 
and from the appeuranes and position of these 
jands, coupled with the uncertainty which secms 
‘to prevail as to the exact limits of the factory 
land, I can come tw no other conclusion than that the 
coolies bad, toa certain extent, encroached on the 
ryot’s property. Tue only measurement papers 
which the factory people could show L comparud 
with the lands, bot they are papers of last year’s 
measurement and afford no certain grounds for 
decision ag to the respective rights of the two

st Tt is true that the defendants arrested and + 


now committed for trial deny that there was any 
quarrel about land; but this assu:tion evidently 
proceeds from, a wish to escape from all eouncetion 
with the dispute (now that the results haw been 
#0 serious), and is directly opposed to the state- 
ments of the villagers of Ramnuggur made to me 
‘on the spot, . 

19. ‘Tho above remarks will, I trast, explain 
the immediate causes which led to the collision. 
In waking my enquiries 1 have labored under 
gpeat difficulty from the unwillingness of the 
villagers to admit any knowledge of the circum- 
stances of the case. This unwillingness, which is 
shown > @ certain extent on all vccasions, has 
been greater than usual on this occasion, Owing 
to ign being conducted immediately after 
the ovourrence the ryots were apprehensive that 
any kugwledge which they might show of the 
facta of the case would lead to their being impli- 
cuted in the vharge of homidide. ia

21. Besides having spent two days in the 
prosecution of the enquiry on the spot, I have 
twice since re-visited the two villages abovemen- 
tioned and the ji The 
result of my subsequent enquiries entirely satisfied 
ine of the correctness of the conclusion at which 
T have arrived regarding the causes of the collision 
whieh occurred. 

22, I may mention three facts which I have 
omitted to mention above, and which go to con- 
firm my belief that the collision was owing to 
more than one vanse, 1 a dispute about the 
land, a general objection to the cultivation of 
Indigo in the village, and to the factory servants, 
and’ ulso an apprehension of coercive measures 
being about to be adopted by the factory. These 
facts ure—Jirs!, that the factory coolies all agree 
in stating that the villagers, when they ran up, 
said whose J.nd is this which you are digwiug?? 
Secondly, that several complaints of illegal acts 
on the part of faecory servants, alleged to have 
been committed with a view to force the cultiva- 
tion of Indigo, had been mad the ryots of a 
village not far from Ramnuy shortly belore 
the oecurrence on the 25th ultimo, and their 
complaints, whether true or fulse, (they are not 
yet judicially disposed of,) would naturally tend 
to make the neighbouring villagers apprehensive 
of violence. Thirdly, that sume villagers entirely 
unconnected with the dispute state thit several 
factory“ lattials” were seea runaing home with 
the coolies. 

23. Moreover, the Manager of the Concern 
himself informed me that it was a great object: to 
persuade the ryots of these two villages (Ram- 
nuggur and Koomree) to enter into engagements 
to suw Indigo, und it ean be easily imagined that 
the factory underlings wonld not be slow in their 
efforts to secure the attainment of this object. 

24. Having deseribed what I beheve to have 
been the immediate cuuses of the late outbreak, I 
proveed to report. upon the {antecedent relations 
and state of feeling between the Kengul Indigu 
Company and the ryots” of the v within 
the Company’s estates. 

25. There can be no donbt whatever that in 
the Mulnath Concern, at least where the old rates 
have been introduced, the relations between the 
two parties are most unsatisfactory. ‘The simpls 
fact that three-fourths of the ryots.have bound 
themselves by agreements to cultivate Indigo for 
ten years at a rate which has bean decided to be 
unremunerative, shows that the feeling cunnot Le 
any other than one of discontent. ven on the 
most advantageous terms Indigo cultivation is 
highly unpopular. What must it be on terms 
which have aiready been condemned by all classes 
as oppressive ? 

26. Theoretically the ryots are free agente, 
and it may be said that, if they preler to execute 
Contracts for Indigo at acertain rate ty the pay- 
ment of enchanced rent ut a “ fair and equitable 
rate,” the advantages which they secure to them- 
selves under the former of the two a'ternatives 
wust outweigh those to be received under the 
latter. But various considerations of present 
moment combine to induce them to adopt the 
former alternative, In the first place, the agree 
ment for Indigo is limited to a definite period, 
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whereas tho rent, if raised now, would be raised 
for ever in the opinion of the ryots. Secondly, the 
Agreement to sow secures them an immediate cash 
advance and relieves them of the worry and expense 
of defending themselves in a suit for enhanced 
rent, ‘airdly, the servants of the factory are 
deeply interested in keeping up Indigo enltivation, 
and the whole rht of their influence, which 
they know only too well how to exercise, is 
thrown on the side of Indigo contracts in prefer 
ence to cnhan:ed rent. 

27. These motives are tomy mind quite euffi- 
cient toexplain why the ryots agree to sow Indigo, 
ut they do net in any ‘degree prove that in so 
doing the ryots acquiesee in the fairness of the 
arrangement. 

28. Whether the Bengal Indigo Company, in 
deliberately binding .down thousands of ryote to 
execute agreements which are admittedly one- 
sided, is acting up to its moral obligations, is a 
question which it is perhaps useless to discuss. 
it may be that a Commercial Association is not 
bound to consider moral obligations at all. I may, 
however, here mention one instance of the system 
followed by the Company which was told to me 
with every anpearance of truth, and which. if true, 
shows that little consideration for the ryot’s i 
terests is shown, The ryots of one village in the 
Mulnath Concern stated that, notwithstanding the 
fact that they had executed agreements to grow 
Indigo for three years at the rate of four bundles 
per Reépee, and that one year of this term wag still 
unexpired, they bad heen summoned to the fac- 
tory and induced, under fear of having to pay 
enhanced rent, to execute fresh agreements, for a 
term of ten years, at the rate of six bundles per 
Rupee, They also stated that to the best of their 
\wlief the same practice had been followed in other 
villages. 

29. One cause of discontent is the indiscrimi- 
nate ixsue of notices under Section 18 of Act X. 
of 1859. So far as my experience goes no 
attempt is made to draw any distinction betweon 
those tenants who are legally liable to pay enhane- 
ed rent. and those who are not so liable. A ryot 
who firmly believes himself*to be nob liable to 
enhanced rent finds himself placed between the 
alternatives of growing Indigo or defending him- 
self as hest he may in the Revenue Court, and he 
naturally feels that be is not fairly treated, It 
may not be possible always for the landlord to 
ascertain beforehand whieh ryote are, and which 
ure not, liable to enbancement, but this point may

generally be ascortained ; and it is a point worthy 
of consideration whether fuilure to take reasonable 
steps to do so should not render the landlord 
liable to damages. 1 doubt whether he would be 
ga linble under Section 8 of Act VI. of 1862. 

30. Another subject for consideration is the 
expendionoy of altering the date fixed in Sectior 
‘13, so as to allow the ryot to file a notice of 
relinquishment, if he wish to do 80, in preference 
tu accepting the conditions offered. 

31. My enquiries have been conducted almost 
entirely within the Mulnath and Katgarra Con- 
cerns. I believe that the feeling of discontent 
(arising chietly from the dislike to Indigo culti- 
vatfon in itself) exists in the other Concerns, 
thouh, owing to the more favorable nature of 
the terms allowed in those Concerns, the feeling 
is possibly not so strong as in Mulnath. 

832. I may mention that the cause of the dif- 
ference between the terms offered in the two Con- 
cerns is said to be the inferior quality of the plant 
produced in the villages under the Mulnath Con- 
gern, This, though it may bea good argument 
for not paying so high a price as elsewhere, does 
not make the hardship to the cultivator any the 
less, as it is not alleged that the expenses of pro- 
duction are less in one Concern than the other. 
T do not know in what way this statement as to 
the inferiority of the plant is reconciled with the 
fact that the country about Katgarra is noted for 
the excellence of its Indigo seed which is exported 
to other parts of the Districts 


33. Complaints of petty acts of oppression and 
violence on the part of the Factory servants are 
common throughout the Concern. 
jndicial investigation in each case it is impossible 
to say how far these complaints are true. That 
some are false is most probable, but I cannot think. 
it probable that all are 60, I have called for the 
records of all such cases decided in the Sub. 
Divisional Officer’e Court at Bongong. 

34, In prosecuting my enquiries I have neces- 
sarily been restrained to a great extent by the 
consideration that, without great caution, agitation 
and excitement among the villagers might be the 
result of my tour.. I have on all occasions pointed 
out to the villagers that the Courts are open te 
all, and that in them lies their hope of redress if 
wrong is done. They have on every occasion 
readily, assented to the truth of this, and I have 
no reason to apprehend any serious breaches of 
the peace.

In connection with the enquiry which the 
Magistrate of Nuddea has been directed to make 
as to the relations between the Bengal Indigo 
Concern and the villages in the neighbourhood of 
its factories, I have the honor to submit, for the 
information of His. Honor the Lieutensat- 
Governor, extract from a Memorandum drawn 
up by myself at Bongong which throws some 
light on the matter.» 


Extract from the Commitsioner’s Memorandum on 
the Bongong Sub-Division, 


T visited this Sub-Division on the 16th of 
March and inkpected the Offices. 

2, The Deputy Magistrate of Bongong was 
hearing cases eonnected with dispntes between the 
Bengal Indigo Concern’s servants and the ryots. 
1 impressed upon the Deputy Magistrate the 
necessity of promptly bringing all such cases to the 
notice of the Magistrate. Mr. Dennis, one of the 
Assistant Managers of the Concern, happened to 
be in attendance, as were a number of the ryots. 
I took the opportunity of making enquiries as to 
the causes of the diesatisfuction which prevails 
among the ryote who are connected with that 

Loncern. They are patent enough. . 

8. Before the Indigo disturbances tee Maloath 
Concern used to pay for Indigo at the of a 
Rupee for six bundles, and the beegahs for the 
cultivation of which the ryots entered into con- 
tracte were measured by a russee of fifty-five gujs, 
each j consisting of a certain number of 

a toured or length of a finger’s joint, (thirty- 
six I think), After the disturbances Mr, Larmour 
raised the rate of payment, taking only four 
ybundlee for the’ Rupee instend of ‘siz, and he 
jreduoed the measurement uf the heegahs, the guj 
‘being now emadle to consist of thirty-two “buruls”” 
or finger jointe only. 

4. Last year Mr. Tripp, the present Manager, 
took contracts froth the ryots on these terms, all 
details being specified on the face of the contracts. 
‘This year he has lowered the rate of paymont 
‘again to 2 Rupee for six bundles, and he has in- 
creased the measurement of the beegah to what it 
yas before. Mr. Larmour made the alterations in 
favor of the cultivators, The ryote said that the 
land was now measured by a russeo of 110 hauths 
instead of one of eighty hauthe. 

5, Onengquiring whether the cultivators who 
Inst year entered into Indigo contracts for a term 
of years were to be paid during the period of these 
contracts at the higher rate for which the con- 
tracts were made, I was told by Mr. Dennis, 
as well as by the ryots, that those contracts were 
recalled by the Concern und exchanged for fresh 

agreements at the rates and measurements which 
it hos revolved to adapt in its iransactions this 
year, On enquiry how the ryots who held con- 
tracta entitling them to payment st a Rupee for 

four undies for some years to come could be 
iodaoed to give up this right, and to exchange the 
agreements to su eir produce 

nd ice, Mr. Denne informed me

offered to cultivators who were not tenants of the 
factory, and who paid their rents to other land- 
lords, Mr. Dennis stated that most of those who 
held contracts had old balances standing against 
them on the factory books, and the alternative 
offered to them was either to enter into contracts 
‘on the terme now required or be pressed for 
immediate paymentof the balances due from them. 

6. I learnt from the Deputy Collector that the 
Bengal Indigo Concern had instituted a number 
of nuits for euhancement of renit, but the most of 
them were withdrawn or comprowised before 
coming to trial. 

7. A number of the ryots whom I saw came 
from the neighbourhood of one of the factories 
which was re-opened last year. They were not 
tenants of the factory, but they told me that many 
of them had entered into contracts last year to 
sow a certain number of beeguhs for three years, 
and to deliver their produce ut the rate of 1 Rupee 
for four bundles; that the size of the beegah, and 
the prog which was to be paid for the plant, was 
fixed by the factory itself; and that their object 
in entering into contracts was to secure the good- 
will of the factory and to live on good terms 
with it. They complained bitterly that after they 
had entered into contracts with the factory on 
its own terms for three vearn, on the understand. 
ing that this would secure them the good-will of 
the Managers for that time at least, they should 
now be called upon to throw up the remaining two 
years of their contracts and enter into fresk agrees 
mente for ten years, binding them to sow more 
land in Indigo, and to deliver their produce for a 
very much lower price ; the penalty threatened for 
non-compliance being that the factory would 
lose no opportunity of harassing them. These 
rydts did not mention that the alternative war 
offered to them of exchanjring the contracts or of 
immediately paying up debts which were due. 
One or two whom I questioned specially did not 
admit owing any debt. 

8. The Magistrate is now submitting a» 
report on the relations Letween this factory and 
the neighbouring villages which will be laid 
before the Government of Bengal. 








From F.R. Cocker it, Exg., Officiating Sreretary to the 
Government of Bengal, to the Conminsioner of the 
Nuddoa Division,—(No. 218%, dated the dth April L864.) 
L am directed to forward, for your inlormation, 

copy of a report submitted by the’ Magistrate of 

Nuddea in regard to the recent violent ‘assault 

made by the ryote of the villages of Ramnugger 

and Koomree upon the servants and, coolies 
attached to the Bagadanga Factory belonging 
to the Bengal Indigo Company, and to com- 
municate the following observations thereon. 

"2." ‘It would appear from this report, and 
from the memorandum enclosed in your letter, 
dated the 22nd ultimo, that the hostile 
feeling of the villagers against the factory and 
the factory servants which led to this attack, in 
which one of the factory servants was killed, is 
owing chiefly to the proceedings of the Compuny, 
who, throughout the Mulnath Concern, of which 
the Bagadanga Factory is a part, have, within 
the last few months, reduced the price paid to the 
xyote for Indigo by raising the rate at which the 
plant is delivered from four bundles the Rupes, 
which bas been paid ever since 186U, to six 
bundles. It would seem also that the contracts 
made with the ryots at the more favorable rate

have boen cancelled, and that they have been 
vbliged to enter into new contracts at the less 
favorable rate, and at the same time, by some 
alteration in the measurement, to cultivate more 
Jaud in Indigo than they were required to eulti- 
vate before. It has heen conclusively shown on 
a former ovcasion, and inay therefore now be 
assumed, that the rate of six bundles the Rupee is

3. The cultivation of Indigo at this unprofi 
able rate is foreed upan the ryots by the in 
eriminate issue of notices of enhancement, of rent. 
The ryots, in many cases, rather than stand a 
contest in the Courts, or agree to pay enhanced 
rents whieh probably will ‘never be reduced, xab- 
mit to cultivate Indigo at aYoss, But the eulti- 
vation is hateful to them, and is carried on under 
a sense of injustice and wrong whieh has a direct

Mr. Hills’

You are requested to submit, through the 
rd of Revenue, your opinion in regard to the

29 and 30 for restricting the indiscriminate ixsue 
of notices and enabling ryots to relinquish their 
holdings. These measures, however, though 
appardutly good and fuiras faras they go, ean av 
little to abate the hostiie feeling entertained by the 
ryots so long as it is the practice of the factories 
to compel thein, by any extraneous means, to 
enter into losing contracts for Indigo., A more 
effectual remedy would perhaps be to determine 
ence for all what isa fair and equitable rate of 
rent payable by every ryot having a right of 
occupancy at such rates and to fix it in perpetuity. 
In settling the Land Revenue the Government 
has ulways exercised an unquestioned.right to fix 
the rates of rent payable by ryots during the 
entire currency of a terminable settlement of any 
duration, and ib may not be inconsistent with the 
provisions of Regulation I, 1793, to apply the 
same principle by oxpress Law to ryots enjoying 
rights of occapancy in permanently-settled estates. 
On this point also your opinion is requested. 

9, But it is to the exercise of good faith and 
moderation on the part of those who are placed in 
the relation of landlord and employer towards the 
ryota, and to the maintenance of a watchful 
ebntrol over the proceedings of subordinate agents 
and servants, rather than to any further action of

the factory workmen hai encroached to some 
extent upon the ryots’ lands, and thereby alforded 
grounds for their aggressive conduct in the matter, 
are altogether inconclusive. Although the course 
taken by the owners of the factory in regard to 
Indigo contracts may have excited the ill feeling 
of the ryots, the result of the enyuiry goes to show 
that the atiack ,by the ryots on the factory 
people in this partfealar instance aroce ont of wo 
immediate or direct provocation on the part of the 
latter.

I uave to acknowledge your letter No. 2187 of 
the 4th instant, with enclosures, received in dupli- 
cate, one copy of which has been forwarded to the 
Secretary to the Bengal Indigo Company, with a 
request that he will submit to this Association 
such remarks as he may wish to offer. 

In the meantime I um directed by the Committee 
to make svme observations on the general question 
of the cultivation of Indigo, which suggest them- 
selves not only from the papers connected with the 
subject, but also from your letter to the Commis- 
sioner of Nuddea, 

In the 10th and 11th paragraphs of your letter 
tothe Commissioner you remark on the conclusions 
arrived at by the Magistrate on insufficient evidence, 
an‘ it appears to the Committee that there are 
other portions of this Officer’s report which are 
open to the same remark; and indeed throughout 
it seems clear that every evidence taken was viewed 
with reference to a pre-conceived theory that the 
cultivation of Indigo is unprofitable and hateful to 
the rvot, and therefore that it is not to be believed 
that he voluntarily undertakes it. 

‘Mr. Grey quotes from the report of the Indigo 
Commission and from the memorandum of the 
late Lieutenant-Governor to show that the culti- 
vation of Indigo involves a loss to the ryot of 
Rupees 7 per beegah; but Mr. Grey does not 
allude to the fact, which ought to have Leen in 
his mind, that the statement was based on the 
assumption that the valne of rice produced on a 
Leegah was Rupees 8-10, whilst in the rent 
enhancement cases which have recently been before 
the High Court on appeal from himself and Mr. 
Elphinstone Jackson it was found, as a fact, that 
the rice crop produced Rupees 4-4. 

It appears, however, to the Committee that this 
difference of Rupees 4-6 between the assumption 
of the Indigo Commission and the judicial decision 
of the Courts, when the rent demandable by the 
landlord was in question, is only a small port of 
the fallacy contained in the Memorandum of the 
Jate Lieutenant-Governor from which the quotation 
is made. This Memorandum commences thus— 

“It is shown that the fairest comparison of the 
return from epring sowh Indigo with that from 
uther crops is the comparison made with early 
tice, both of these crops being sown in the spring 
und cut in the rains.” 

Now, it hae been stated in the judgment on the 
rent eases before alluded to that in Kishnaghur 
the lands require to lie fallow one year in four to 
prevent the exhaustion of their fertility, and it is 
heyond question that Indigo is a green crop which 
takes the place of a fallow as does the dover cmp 
in England, and that, therefore, to contrast it with 
the main grain crop of the ryot is like comparing 
the clover crop in England with the wheat crop. 

In Kishnaghur the system of having one-fourth 
of the land fallow each year corresponds with the 
smost common of the systems followed in England 
under the name of the four-course system which 
formerly consisted of the following rotation ;— 

‘Wheat, 
Roots and Clover, 
Barley or Oats, 


Fallow, 












but with the improvements in farming which have 
taken place the fallow has almost entirsly disap- 
peared, and the rotation now is— 

Wheat, 

Roots, 

Barley or Oats, 

Clover, 
Of these four crops the clover takes the place of 
fallow, and it would be as reasonable to sey that 
clover is an unremunerative crop because it is less 
valuable than wheat as to say that Indigo is an 
unprofitable crop because it is of lower value thart 
rice, and then to state the difference as the net 
Joss the ryot incurs by growing Indigo. 

On the contrary, instead of saying that the 
tenant lost £5 an acre Ly his clover erop because 
it produced go much less than wheat, he would be 
considered to have gained all that the clover pro= 
duced more than the fallow, regard being had to 
the bencfit to the fertility of the land for future 
crops, and so in Kishnaghur Indigo is not to be 
contrasted with a rice orop, but with the returne 
from the fallow or uncultivated lands with refer- 
ence to the condition of that land for a future grain 





crop. 

Ja England the fallow land was ploughed several 
times and kept free from weeds, whilst in Kishna- 
ghur the land which has been called fallow is reall 
simply uncoltivated and is covered with wi 
and tho natural grasses which apring up, and there 
can scarcely be a doubt that land so heft unculti- 
vated is less benefitted by the rest than if it had 
borne a green crop such as Indigo, and had been 
kept in a great measure free from weeds. 

Considered under this view it is evident that 
Indigo even at six bundles to the Rupee may be a 
profitable crop to the ryot, and if so, that the 
planter and ryot may be believed when they 
assert that the Intter has undertaken to grow

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Indigo, and many of the planters are scarcely 
better informed Thus it may often have happened 
that the ryot wished to grow rice when the field 
ought 10 have been Indigo or fallow, and that the 
planter pressed to have it sown in Indigo when its 
proper turn for rice had come round, and hence 
the misunderetandings and disputes which huve 
arigen, i 

The Committee feel satisfied that, however 
imperfectly understood, the Indigo crop has practi- 
cally taken the place of fallow, and that the ryots 
who have grown Indigo have in fact benefitted by 
the cultivation, although themselves probably 
unaware that they did so until the discontinuance 
of the Indigo crop showed them that they were 
not 80 well off ar before. 

Take, for instance, two ryots, each cultivating 
twenty beogahs, one of whom grew Indigo and the 
other not, the practical effect would be that the 
firet would have his fifteen beegahs of common 
crops, two or three beezahe of Indigo, ani two to 
three uncultivated or fallow; the second would 
have hie fifteen beegahs of common eropa and five 
beegabs uncultivated or fallow, and the former 
would be better off by whatever he got for his 
Indigo plant less any expenses out of pocket con- 
nected with the crop. 

If this view of the question is correct, as the 
Committee feel assured it is, it will follow that the 
assumption that the rate of six bundles the Rupee 
is an unremunerative rate is not borne out, and 
that your letter to the Commissioner of the Nuddea 
Division will require to be greatly modified. 

So far I have treated the question of Indigo 
cultivation as one between quite independent 
parties who have to deal with each other through 
their mutual interests only, and although it is self- 
evident that 1 Rupee per four bundles is better for 
the ryot than] Ruy per six bundles, it is 
equally clear that tHe lower rate may be remunera- 
tive, and it is well known that the real value of the 
plant to the-manufacturer often differs more than 
4 to 626 three bundles in some factories yield 
more Indigo than six bundles do in others. 

It may be mentioned, too, as bearing on the 

rice that a Rupee paid in advance is equal, necord- 
ing to Mr. Elphinstone Jackson’s judgment, to 
Hupees 1-8 paid after delivery. 

I now come te the question of rent. 


The Committee agreeventirely with Government 
that it would be better in all’ respects that the 
landlord should exercise his right to enhance his

1f therefure they have offered to 
forego the rizht to enhance for ten years as a 
consideration fur the cultivation of Indigo, it ia 
certain that they have offered a very great’ boon 
to the ryot, and have foregone a great advantage 
| to themselves, and it is natural to suppose that this 
has not been done without some very grave reasons. 

If two ryots holding twenty be ch and 
growing for the factory twenty-four bundles of 
Indigo are contrasted, one paying rent at 1 Rupee 
per beegah, and receiving payment fur his Indigo 
at 1 Rupee per four bundles, and the other hold~ 
ing at the an rate, and receiving 1 Rupee per six 
bundles, the latter would be better off wy Rupees 
8 than the firmer, and when the benefit of such 
an arrangement is so obviously in favor of the 
ryot, it docs not appear to the Committee that 
| the departure from what would be the better plan 
calls for any reat complaint in the interest of the 

ryot. 

‘Phe Committee, as before said, entirely agree 
that it would be better to keep the Rent and 
Indigo questions quite distinct, because they are 
aware of the tendency to misconeeption where the 
pressur? of the landlord appears to be brought to 
bear on the ryot fur the purpose of getting Indigo, 
although in reality all the advantage is on the 
side of the ryot. 

With regard to Mr. Grey’s remarks the Com. 
| mittee do not understand what he means by the 
indiscriminate service of notices of enhuncement. 
| They do not gather thut he had ascertained that 2 
| single notice had been served on any ryot not 

Viable to enhancement, and they can only conceive 
that he objects to the general service ot notices ; 
Lut where the reats have been uniformly low aud 
are to be raised, it seems most. natural and_ proper 
that the enhancement should be general, and this 
can only be effected by serving notices on every 
ryot under the terms of the Act. . 

‘These observations of Mr. Grey appear to the 
Committee open to the same retharks as are 
applied to‘other parts of hie report in the 10th and 
1ith paragraphs of your letter to the Commissioner 
of Nuddea, and it is to-be hoped that no hasty 
action will be taken on so vague and inconsidesate 
a suggestion. 

It may be found that Acts KX. and VI. may 
require to be altered, but this Association have 
deprecated any further legislation until the work- 
ing of the Law hax been ascytained, and they 
deprecated still further the agitation of amend- 
ments whenever defects are suggested in the loosa 
and hasty manner which characterize the remarks 
of Mr. Grey, and they trust, therefore, that your 
instructions to Mr. Dampier to submit anggestions 
may be modified.

Whenever this trath has been recognized and 
made evident, it may be hoped that Indigo 
tion will go on without any quarrels more 
serious than those which usually attend the deal- 
ings between bayer and seller, and the Officers of 
Government, having dovested themselves of the 
theory that Indigo cultivation is neeessarily 
unprofitable and hateful, will be able to give a 
fuir interpretation to evidence, and to exercise 
their due aud proper influcnee in adjusting the 
differences which may arise between planters and 
rycts either on Indigo or Rent questions.

A reply to that communication has now been 
received, dated the 20th ultimo, aud Lam directed 
to send copy of it and of the reply made to it 
under the direction of the Committee for the 
information of Government. 

Io this communication from the Bengal Indigo 
Company will be found corroboration of what was 
advanced in my letter of the L4th as to the mis- 
take made in supposing that the cultivation of 
Tadigo is unprofitable when the plant is sold at 
six bundles for the Rupee, and indirectly it is 
shown that the manufacture of Indigo’ plant 
purchased at that race may be unremunerative. 
It appears that cultiva.ors on a large scale, who 
are éntirely unconnectid with, and beyond the 
influence of, the Mulaath Concern, and who have, 
for some years past, manufactured their own 
Indigo plant, are desirous to continue — the 
cultivation, selling the plant at six bundles the 
Rupee, and are, at the same time, anxious to give 
up ghe manufacture of the plant om their own 
aceount and risk 

This would seem to the Committee to prove that 
in some factories it will not pay to make Indigo 
from plant purchased at four bundles the Rupee 
or even at six, ayd further that it does pay the 
rypt to grow the plant at six bundles the Rupee 
even where there are no indirect inducements to 
do so Leyond purt payment in advance. 

It is ‘stated in this letter from the Bengal 
Indigo Company that the urea under Indigo, does 
not excred one.sixteenth of the land held by the 
respective ryots, and that the Indigo is grown 
¢ither on land unsuited for rice or in substitution

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for fallow, and thus it appears that thers ix 


nothing either in the proportion of land under 
Indizo or in the order it takes in the rotation of 
crops which warrants its being contrasted with 
the rive crop as a test of its being a remunerative 
crop or otherwise. 

_ As mentioned in my former letter the propor= 
tion of fallow to eultivuted lunds in the Kishna- 
ghur District is stated in Mr. Elphinstone Jack- 
son’s judgment to be 3 or 28 per cent, and in 
ulating the amount available for rent he 
divides the produce of sixteen heegahs by twenty- 
three, allowing thas seven beegahs of fullow for 
sixteen beegahs under crop, or in fact making the 
proportion vf tallow to cultivation a little over 
30 per cent, It thus appears from the letter of 
the Bengal Indigo Company that without deduct- 
ing the portion of Indigo grown on land incapas 
ble of producing rice at ull, the land in Indigo is 
little more than one-fifth of the fallow on each 
ryot’y hulding. ? 

This proportion is undoabtedly Jess than it 
would be the interest of the ryot to cultivate in 
Indigo did he observe the rocation of erops on a 
regular system, but it is probubly partly regulated 
by the fallow land he can cultivate with the 
plough, eattle, and labor required for his other 
cropa, and without cash outlay, and is partly 
owing to his ignorance of the exact manner in 
which the cultivation of Indigo as a rotation crop 
benefits him. 

The Committee are satisfied that the more the 
subject is considered and enqnired into the more 
certain it will appear that the cultivation of 
Indigo has been sale 6c advantage to the ryot 
as well as to the landlord and planter ; and they are 
convinced that if exact statistics existed, it would 
le found that the discontinuance of the cultiva- 
tion of Indigo which has been brought about dur- 
ing the lust four ycors has nof, in any perceptible 
degree, led to an increase in the cultivation of 
rice or any other crop, and that consequently the 
destruction of the Indigo industry has a 
deduction from the agricultural returns of the 
District to the fall amount of its value, and it 
is difficult to believe it posible that any agricul-

Even supposing that some little increase in the 
land under rice crop should have taken place, such 
inereasé cun only have been obtained by neglect- 
ing the observance of the rotatiun of crepe found 
tw be required, and consequently at the expense, of 
the future fertility of the lund; but from the 
information of the command at the Association it 
is believed that no such increase has, in point of 
taken place, and that, therefore, the dimi- 
nution of the total returns of the District has. 
been in proportion to the decrease in the produc 
tion of Indigo, and though no doubt the losa, has 
fallen heaviest on the planter, still that’s cone.

~ With fegard to the Rent question and the in- 
structions given to the Commissioner of Nuddea 
to submit suggestions to the Board of Revenue 
for the alteration of the Rent Acts just as the 
Law has been in some degree setiled and made 
clear by the decision of the High Court, the 
Committee consider the subject too important to 
be treated of incidentally io a discussion relating 
to the cultivation of Indigo, and the Association 
will, therefore, address to you a separate letter 
upon the Rent question.

Lam directed to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of the 9th instaut, handing mea copy of 
correspondence connected with the recent distar- 
bance in the Muluath Concern, and requesting 
me to eubmit such remarka and informations as 
will enable the Committee of the Association to 
go into the subject with the facts fully before 
them. 

‘The general facts as regards the outrage upon 
the factory servants, resulting in the death of 
an Ameen named Rammohun Banerjca, are 
already in the possession of the Association and 
are detailed in the correspondence sent to the 
Committee, and I need not, therefore, further 
allude to this part of the subject than to state 
that the Nutive Jury, in the face of the clearest 
evidence, and regardless of the charge for a con- 
vietion by Mr. Thompéon, the Sessions Judge, 
before whom the case was tried, returned a verdict 
of not guilty on all counts in favor of all the 
prisoners. 

I would submit that this is a favorable oppor+ 
tunity for the Aseociation making a representa- 
tion to Government on the subject of Native 
Juries, aa showing that at present it is impossible 
to punish the perpetrators of an outrage where 
the opposing parties are a planter and his ryots. 

I will now endeavor to reply as briofly aa 

ible in @ general way to Mr. Grey’s letter of 
‘the 18th, and Mr. Darnpier’s Memorandum of the 
22nd March, and to Mr, Cockerell’s letter of the 
4th instant. Krom tuese it would appear that. 
“the cause of the outrage was chiefly owing to 
the change which has been made in the Mulnath 
Concern since the commencement of the present 
season in reflucing the price paid to the ryots 
tor Indigo, by raising the rate at whch the plant 
is delivered from four bundles the Rupee to six 
bundles, and that this unprofitable rate is forced 
upon the ryots by the indiscriminate issue of 
notices of enhancement of rent.” The Officiating 
Secretary to the Government of Bengal, in para- 
raph 9 of dis letter, states that “it 1s his opinion 
Thet iwawould be’ better in all respects for the 
pligter landlord to keep his Indigo transactions 
ite weparete and distinct from his Rents.” With 

a opinion the: Directors fully concur, and 

it liak-alwaye beon.the the endeavor of the Com- 





Peay, thnotigh their Managers, to keep the Indigo 





and Zemindaree accounts separate and distinct. 
It may or may not be the case that the cause of 
the outrage arose from the change of rate from 
four bundles to six bundles for the Rupee, but it 
is altogether a gratuitous and unwarrantable aa 
sumption on the part of any man to state thab 
such was the case without bringing some facts to 
bear it out. The outrage occurred in a village 
where there was no ryoty cultivation, and where 
we were cultivating our own Neezabad lands with 
our own hired labourers. No ryoty cultivation 
has heen attempted in that village since 1460, 
The collection of rents was found to be attended 
with much delay and difficulty ; having, however, 
to do with the same set of ryots, it has been found 
difficnlt to keep tho two questions entirely dis- 
tinct ; the ryots were perfectly willing, however, 
to enter into new contracts for the consideration 
which was offered to them both as regards the 
Eluka and Be-Elaka ryots, over the latter of 
whom we have no control whatever. 

It was therefore resulyed that all new contracts 
for the current season should be made at six 
bundles for the Rupee without enhancement, and 
although, a :ording to the Manager's report, 
some ryots, both Elaka and Be.Klaka, have 
voluntarily, and fer certain inducements, exchanged 
their contracts made last year at four bundles for 
new contracts at six bundles, there are still a con- 
niderable number of ryots who have preferred re- 
maining at the rate at which they contracted last 
year, z., four bundles for the Rupee. 


‘The question after all is one of remuneration, 
and althoagl the Officiatiye Secretary to the 
Bengal Government assumes that the rate of six 
bundles the Rupee is an unremunerative one to 
the ryot, ehe overlooks the fact that the quantity 
of land sown by any ryot in Indigo forms but a 
small proportion of his entire jummuh, the average 
in the Mulnath Concern this’ season being only 
one beegah in sixteen, 


There cannot bea doubt, therefore, that in an 
average of seasous it is more profitable for the 
ryot to pay onlya low rent for his sixteen beegahs 
and sow one beegah in Indizo, reveiving carly in 
the year a cash advance, and on settiing his ac- 
counts with the factory at the end of the seacon 
whatever balance be due to him, than to ob- 
ject to sow one beesah in Indigo and have to pay 
an enhanced rate of rent for his whole jummah 
of sixteen beegahe: it is quite optional for the 
ryot to take what course he thinks will pay him 
Boat. M 

The Directors cannot admit that the cultivation 
of Indigo perae is hateful to the ryots, In the 
Malnath Concern Indigo is grown in and about. 
the villages where the rice crop does not ansivery 
its leaves falling on the ground serve as manure 
for their cold weather crops, and in the event of 
early rains the ryots would willingly sow large 
quantities of extra land in Indigo in preference to 
sowing rice, being only too glad of a rotation of 
crops on thoir paddy lands ; it 5s the only crop 
which takes the place of a fallow, and it cannot be 
to the interest of the ryot to go on cropping his 
land year after year without something in tho way 
of srotation orop. If he chooses the other alterna- 
tive of leaving a portion of his jummah, fallow, it 
becomes, in the course of a short time, a muss of 
weeds and jungle, which of course gives him. no 
return, and it requires extra expenditure whenever 
it ie again brought into cultivation, 
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‘With reference to the indiscriminate ie of 
notices of enbancement, which the Officiating 
Sveretary to-the Government of Bengal considers 
“sa sufficient engine of compulsion to com 
the ryots to grow Indigo against their will,” a 
Zemindar has the unquestionable right of serving 
all his ryots with enhancernent notices. It is the 
only means he has of getting a fair rent for his 
land, and should the Planter Zemindar prefer 
making an arrangement with his ryots on the 
principle of their cultivating for hima portion of 
their jummahs in Indigo and paying him their 
old rents to exposing himself to all the annoyance { 
and expense of coliecting his enhanced rents | 
through the Courts, The Directors fail Lo see in 
the policy which they have always pursued towards 
their ryots any grounds for Mr. Cockerell’s asser- 
tion that “the cultivation of Indigo in_ their | 
Concerns is carried on under a sense of injustice 
and wrong which has a direct and obvious tendency 
to excite the ill-will of the ryots against the 
factory.” On the contrary their constant endea- 
vour has been to act with the most perfect honest: 
aid: fairness towarde their ryots, knowing well 
that any other course would only end in loss and 
tuin to their property. 

You will note that the foregoing remarks are 
only applicable to our Elaka ryots, and | now 
Leg to make a few observations regarding the 
cultivation of Indigo in our Be-A/uka villages; 
here of course rents do not enter into the question. 

Mr. Dampier, in his Memorandum enclosed in 
his letter to the Bengal Government, dated 22nd 
March, refers to certain ryots who had cancelled 
their contracts at th¢ rate of four bundles and had 
entered into new contracts at six bundles for the 
Rupee. This naturally requires an explapation, und 
with this ohject I wrote to Mr. Tripp, our Mana- 
ger, to give me a specific answer to the question 
1 put to him on this subject; it was, “what was 
the consideration which induced the Be-Elaka 
ryots to cancel their contracts entered into at 
four bundles and sign new contracts at: six bundies 
for the Rupee.” He says, “in reply to paragraph 
2, in which you as i what induced the Be- 
Eluka ryots to cancel their contracts at four 
Dindles for six bundles, I beg to state that the 
ryots did so {or many reasons; they are all more 
or less indebted to the factory ; consequently T 
made them an ofler, if they would settle their 
accounts at six bundles whatever quantity of 
plant they gave they would receive half the price 
of the same, and the remaining half would oto 
the credit.of their balances, independent of which 
they would get the usual advances. This en- 
couraged many to come in and settle their 
ageounts. I have also assisted many in a pecu- 
piary Way by giving them «mall loans without 
Interest ; they look upon thie as a great boon 
when troubled by their Zemindars and Mahajuns. 
At Benassole I] have been obliged to limit the 
tivation with the Re-Elakn ryots owing to the 
factory being too small to admit of a larger eul- 
tivation than what it has got. I may here 
remark that at Benassole, only a few days ago, a 
ryot came in wishing to wow twenty-five beegahs 
and stated be would first mensure and cultivate 
his lands d¢fore asking advances ; may fure 
ther mention three other ryots of the same factory, 
men of some importance, took advances for thirty 
beegahs each according to*the new arrangement. 





























Last year these men worked their own factories, 
What further inducement can the Be-Blaka ryots 


have when I repeat that the six bundles settlement 
is remunerative tothe ryots in this Concern, Last 
year only a few of the Be-Eluka ryots settled 
their necounts, consequently cancelling the four 
bundles with them has been on a comparatively 
small scale. 1 trust that this explanation will be 
sufficient to show that the Be-Elaka ryots were 
induced to settle their accounts only of their own 
free will, and I deny in toto any ‘cvercive mea- 
sures being used by myself, any of the assistants, 
or the servants of the Concern, As a proof 
that the six bundles arrangement is a mutual 
understanding, 1 have nearly 5,000 beegahs 
sown in this Concern.” 

I give you also another extract from Mr, 
Tripp’s letter of the 14th instant, where he 
says, “that the six bundles rate is still remunera- 
tive is strikingly proved by tho fact of three 
villages (Be-Elaka) which never before sowed 
f8r the Concern having this year settled at 
that rate for ten years.” Such is Mr. Tripp’s 
report, and there is no reason to anppose that 
he is not stating what is the fact when he says 
that the six bundles arrangement is a profitable 
one for the ryot. 

‘When you consider the difficulty that a planter 
experiences in getting his own Elaka ryot to 
come in and settle their accounts, it is absurd to 
suppose that the Manager of a Coucern can have 
the power of coercing Be-Elaka villages, where 
the factory does nct own a beegab of land, and 
of compelling the ryots not only to engage to 
grow Indigo for him at a certain rate, but to 
cancel their contracts before they have expired 
for others apparently not so advantageous, unless 
thé ryots agreed to do so voluntarily and of their 
own accord. : 

With reference to the alteration made in the 
size of the beegah and in the length of the russee 
alluded to by Mr. Dampier, Mr. ‘Tripp bas again 
introduced the beegah, containing 21,511 square 
fect, in place of the beegth adopted by Mr. Lar- 
mour in 1860, which contained 17,665 square feet. 
‘The russee in use is eighty hauths and not 110 
houths, as stated in Mr. Dampier’s memorandum. 
This alteration in the size of the beegah effects 
each ryot individaally to a very trifling extent 
when you consider the small proportion of his land. 
sown in Indigo, and that he ts paid for his plant 
not. by the beegah but by the dandie, 

Tt would appear from the printed correspondence 
that, Mr. Grey, in his earnest endeavour to carry 
out the orders of the Lieutenant-Governer in ob- 
taining information as to the nature of the rela- 
tion and state of feeling existing between the 
Malnath Factory and the ryots antecedent to the: 
outrage at Koomree Village, had given fall org 
dence to the statements made by the ryote.who 
have not the reputation of confining themeelves 
to strictly epesking the truth even wBen in Court; 
and when they have an opportunity of dilating on 
their imagined wrongs and hardships. to the Mae 
gistrate in person, and in their own villages, it is 





not likely they would Jose such an exoullent 
obariss ol Fs their position < be as bad as 
ossible. 6 only opportunity Mr. ‘Tripp: ¢ 
Lee to have bad (With the exception of hea 
interview he-had with Mr. Gras) of crplaining to 
the Authorities bis relation with bia ryote te 
series of iond sent to him by that .

The Committee will, I think, agree with the 
Directors in thinking that these questions are 
more those,of a partizan counsel than of a Ma- 

istrate specially appointed to obtain unbiased 
information regarding the state of feeling between 
the Manager of the Mulnath Concern and his 
ryote. 

I would only further remark that the cause of 
this murder and outrage is shown in the answers 
of Mr. Grey’s own letter of the 18th ultimo. In 
cases of murder, of perjury, and of forgery the 
Native receives sympathy, or escapes with 
impunity ; the European is watched, suspected, and 
looked upon as contraband ; the Native knows 
this, and naturally acts accordingly. 

Thave to apologize for the delay that has taken 
pee in replying to your letter, bat it has arisen 
from my having only just received the informa- 
tion I called fer frum the Factory.

For some time previous to the late disturbances 
in the Indigo Districts the rate at which the 
ryots contracted to grow Indio and: deliver it 
at the factory was six bundles for the Rupee, 
and thig was the practice in both the Khalboles 
and Mulnath Concerns, and at that time the 
cultivation of the latter was very much larger 
than it now is. 

For various reasons it was thought advisable to 
make a change in the rate of bundles, reducing 
the number from six to four, with the view to 
muke the cultivation as reraunerative as possible 
to the ryots, and ut the same time profituble for 
the Concern. é 

This system was tried for some years, but it 
was found that whilst on the lund, in the Khal- 
bolea Concern (which aro far superior to that of the 
Mulnath Concern) the produce from four bundles 
per Rupee left a profit tu the factory as well as 
to the ryots, in this Concern it left a positive 
loss to the Bengal Indigo Campany from the dif 
ference in the yield from the plant. 

It was therefore resolved bv the Directors last 
year to return to the original six bundles system, 
on my representing to them that in frequent 
conversation 1 bad had with the ryots ou the 
subject they had expressed their willingness to 
return to the old system and to enter into fresh 
contracts to grow Indio for the Concern at. the 
old rate, and three-fourths of the cultivation of 
the present season has been settled for ut this 
rate. 

With reference to the enhancement. of rents to 
which you allude in your questions Nos. 4 and 5, 
as the alternative given to ryots who refuse to 
contract to cullivae Indigo at the present rate, 
I have only to remark that it is perfectly optional 
for the ryots either to grow their plant and sell 
it at what it will fetch, viz, six bundles for the 
Ranee, or to have nothing whatever to do with 
Indigo, and to pay me one Rupee per beegah as 
rent for their lands. It is a calvulution for them 
to make which course will pay them best. 1 have 
no means of compelling them to cultivate any 
crop they do not wish to grow ; but as my object 
is to make Indigo, unless they sow for me a tar 
portion of their lands with that crop I cannot be 
expected to allow them to remain at the nominal 
rents they are now paying. . 

Since the commencement of the current season 
1863-64 from 7 to 8 ¢housand ryots have, up tw 
date, settled to cultivate Indigo in the different 
villages in the Nuddea Distriet under my manaxe- 
ment, and the number of enhancement suits filed 
against ryots in these villages are botween 4d to 
500, gs 

‘With reference to your question No. 8, regard- 
ing the cause of the outrage in the Koomree 
village, the only reasons I can give are those 
contained in my letter of the 26th February lust. 
to the Secretary of the Company, u copy of 
which I believe 1s in your possession. 

Since the outrage took place many of the ryots 
of the village in question and Ramnaghur have 
come in and settled their accounts with the fac- 
tory, and agreed to sow Indigo on the present 
understanding. The cuhancement notices refer- 
red toin my letter to the Secretary were served 
on or about the 14th ultimo, and subsequent to 
the outrage in the villages of Koomres and 
Ramnaghur. g 

T trust the foregoing will enable you to supply 
what information the Government requires on 
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the subject of Indigo cultivation in this Concern, 

and I shall be happy to give you any further 

particulars should you wish it.

L nave to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 29th ultimo, remarking on the enclosures 
sent to the Association with the letter of the 4th 
April, from the Government cf Bongal, and 
forwarded to you in mine of the 9th April. 

I am directed by the Committee to state that 
they are quite satisfied that so long as the cultiva- 
tion of Indigo is kept within moderate bounds as 
compared with the respective holdings of the 
ryots, andis made a rotation crop tuking the 
place of fallow, it is remunerative to the ryots 
even at six bundles to the Rupee. 

Being eo satisfied, they are quite prepared to 
believe that the ryots ,within the Mulnath 
Concern have voluntarily entered into agreements 
to cultivate Indigo on those terms even where no 
further inducement has been held out to them ; but 
they think it is a great pity that existing engage. 
ments at four bundles the Rupee have not been 
allowed to work themselves out at thutsate instead 
of being exchanged, as many of them have been, 
for new contracts at six bundles the Rupee. 

It appears to the Committee that in dealing 
with people of the limited intelligence of the bulk 
of the Bengal ryots, it is desirabe that the most, 
scrupulous adherence to engagements should be 
observed, for not only does any change which is 
apparently to the disadvantage of the ryot give 
opportunity for misrepresentation, but it is more 
than probable that, the ryat himself, although be 
acquiesced in the change at tho time, imay after- 
wards come to think himself or to he talked into 
the belief that he has been unfairly dealt with, 

The Committee do not question the sufficiency 
of the consideration given for the exchange of 
terms; where a relinquishment of the right to 
enhance low rente for ten years was the conridera- 
tion, they think it more than eufficient ; and of the 
consideration given to the ryote who are not 
tenants of the Company, they have no sufficient 
means of judging ; but without wishing to interfere 
improperly, they think they may express their 
opinion that the cancelling of these existing con- 
tracts was unadvicable. 

With regard to the erhancement of rents the 
Committee concur in the opinion expressed by 
the Government of Bengal, that it would be better 
that the Zemin‘laree and Indigo operations should 
be kept separate ; but they cannot but,see that 
the mixing up of the two has, in the case of your 
Company, been entirely to the advantange of the 
ryot, and they do not see why any third party 
should complain of it in hia interest. MH the 
Committee are correet in supposing that. the «ld 
rate of rent is not more than 4 aunas per beegah, 
and that in accordance with the decision of the 
High Court 1 Rupee would be a very moderate 
rent, it would seem that you give up,the right 
of enhancing your rents ta the extent of Bupcos 8 
in sixteen Leeahs for the sake of gettmg ten to 
fifteen bundle of Indigo, the produce of ono 
heegah, at the rate of six bundles to the Rupee. 

‘The Committee deem it of the greatest impor- 
tance that every practicable means should be 
adopted Lo remove the misapprehension that exists 
amonget the Officers of Government and others as 











to the unremunerative nature of Indigo cultivae 
tion, and they recommend to your Managers and 
to all Indigo Planters the practical observance of 
the rotation system, so that the ryote and all 
others may understand that Indigo takes the placo 
of fullow in renawing the fertility of tlfe soil, and 
that it does not displace rice or any other crop.

In my former letters of the 14th April and 3rd 
instant, by direction of the Committee, I confined 
my remarks to those points in Mr. Grey’s letter 
and in the letter from the Government of Bengal 
to the Commissioner of Nuddea, which related to 
the special circumstances of the particnlar case, 
and to the relations betweon the buyers and 

rowers of Indigo. 

But both those letters tonch also on the larger 
questions as hetween Landlord and Tenant in a 
manner which the Associution cannot bat dissent 
from. 

The Association beg to remind the Bengal 
Government that the Innd within the limits of 
the perpetual setilement is in no case, and in no 
sense, the land of the ryot ; but that in every case, 
and to the fullest extent, the land and the actual 
property in the eoil are vested solely in the repre- 
sentatives of the original Landowners, Zemindars, 
and others with whom the perpetual settlement 
was made. Even the then Khovdkast ryuts are 
declared by Bection 60 of Regulation 8 of 1793, 
and by the 10th Section of Regulation 81 of 
1795, to have merely a right “not to be dis- 
possessed eo long as they continue to pay the 
stipulated Pergunnah or market rate.” 

The Association beg also to remind the Bengal 
Government that this sole and entire right of pro- 
perty was not conferred by the perpetual «cttle- 
mont as a gift, but as a bargain for valuable con- 
sideration,-and as such is not only declared by 
Regulation I of 1793, Section 7, “ not liable 
to alteration by any persons whom the Court of 
Directors may hereafter appoint to the adminis- 
tration of their affairs in this country,” but also 
forms part of the private right of the subject 
which all civilized lawa have uniformly held ‘to 
be Leyond the power of re-consideration or alter- 
nation by the Stato. 

The very essence and neressagy omndition of 
this right is the Landowner’s power to deal as he 
likes ‘with his own, or in the case of land to let 
it only to those whom he chouses, and on such 
terms only ag he pleases. 

The recognized power of the Legislature or of 
the Judiciary uuder these circurnstancen extends 
Int to hold the landowuer to such concessions as 
he may lave been pleased to make, or subject to 
which the bargain was made by Government with 
him. The latter in this case can, by the terms 
of the Code of 1793, only apply to the actual 
land then and ever since held Khoodkast by suc- 
cession. . 

It is because for seventy *heatd the servants of 
the Indian Government have been struggling’ 
againat thie necessary consequence of their ‘ 
decessor's great acts that principles have been 
scccuraged och as appeor in the two letters now 
under comment, and that cig curtailments of, 
the Landowner'’s rights have ‘been Sppropetly 
effected by a netien uf Regulations wh# a 
nated jn Act X. of 1859, ~ 
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By that Act the old Khoodkast tenants, whose 
only claim was to a preference of occupation so 
Yong as they paid the market rate of rent, were 
converted into proprietors of their holdings at a 
fixed quit-rent, and all the modern tenants with 
no rights at all, whom the landowners kindness 
had not ejected within twelve years, were given 
the rights of perferonca at the market rate, which 
only properly belonged to the Khoodkast tenants, 
dating from the settlement, and to such others as 
the landowners had since been pleased to concede 
similar advantages to. 

By this measure the landlord’s rights over his 
own sole property and its occupants have been 
much curtailed, and vet the Secretary of Bengal’s 
letter now under discussion actually sugvests a 
still more serious attack upon the rights of pro- 
perty without apparently perceiving the grave 
consequences of what it proposes as a. remedy for 
an inconvenience solely of the Legislature’s own 
making. Mr. Cockerell’s letter says at Cluuse 
8: “A moreeffectual remedy for discriminate issue 
of notices of enhancement would perhaps be to 
determine once for all what is a fair and equitable 
rate of rent payable by every ryot having a right 
of occupancy at such rates, and to fix it in per- 
petuity.” 

The Government of Bengal does not apparently 
see that this suggestion really proposes that the 
same valuable ownership at a sinall quit-rent 
which Act X. improperly vonferred at the land- 
Jord’s cost on the few descendants of the old 
Khoodkagt tenants should be extended to the 
innumerable modern tenants to whom Act X. 
first gave any riglts ot all, thereby taking from 
the landowner his entire Property interest over 
the greatest portion of his Estate, and forcibly 
making him pro tanto a mere fixed annuitant i 
stead of a large landowner. * 


The proposal to determine once for all what is 
a fair and equitable rent and to fix it in perpe- 
tuity is ipeo facto the benefit conferred on the 
Yemindar by the perpetual settlement. Govern- 
ment servants have for seventy years blamed this 
effect of the perpetual seftlement and combated 
its extension to the rest of India on the ground 
that Government was thus prevented raising the 
rent with the increased fertility of the land and 
the increasing maney value of the produce. And 
yet this euggestion proposes in the same manner 
to transfer the main benefit of the perpetual 
settlemeut, from the then Government Grantee to 
all his numerous tenants, to whom: he gate only 
a tonancy from year to year, but to whom Act X. 
most unjustifiably gave's right of ocoupancy.

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If bis landlord facilitates his payment offs small 
rent in kind instead of a larger rent in money, he 
knows that he is fairly treated. But as long as 
violence and stereotyped complaints about Indigo 
will command the sympathy of the officials, and 
combined resistance to the payment of any rent, 
where there is an enhancement threatened, will 
keep the landlord in suspense till the Govern- 
ment demands for Revenue have ruined him, so 
long will the ryot seek the double advantage 
sof holding another man’s land for an inadequate 
return, and yet not making up for that inadequate 
rate indirectly in kind. If it should become 
known that these means will also induce the 
Government to propose transferring more of the 
ownership interests from their landlords to them- 
selves, the recurrence of such means will probably 
become yet more frequent. 

The Bengal Government asks the opinion of 
the Commissioner on Mr. Grey’s suggestions as 
10 restricting the indiscriminate issue of notices. 
On this the Association would remark that as 
notice of enhancement is the only practical mode 
the landowner now has left of getging the real 
value for his own property, Mr. Grey’s sugyestion 
is simply equivalent to the petnicious and ex- 
ploded theory of obliging tradesmen to sell their 
goors at a rate fixed by Government for the con- 
venience of the purchaser, with the additional in- 
justice of fixing such inadequate rate after the 
goods have been delivered on other terms. 








With regard to the other suggestion of Mr. 
Grey in Clause 30 as to enlarging the time within 
whieh the ryot may accept his lundlord’s eubanced 
terms or surrender his holding it. has the Asso- 
ciution’s entire approval. 


Let the ryot have full time, say three months 
instead of one, to inake his choice; but after he 
has chosen to stay, let the theory of his suffering 
oppression thereby be vigorously suppressed, and 
Jet it not be still open to him to resist the pay- 
ment of the enhanced rent.

Ar the request of the Magistrate of Nuddea I 
have the honor to submit, for the consideration of 
His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, a letter, in 
original, from the Magistrate of Nuddea, No. 174, 
dated 21et April 1864. 


If it be thought that Mr. Grey has, without 
aufficient reason, imayined the observations of 
Government to carry imputations upon him which 
they do not, and were not intended to convey, 
His Honor will, I am sure, take into consideration 
that he writes under the idea that if those remarks 
were to remain unnoticed, they might lead to an 
impression that he had been drawn by animus 
agaivet one of the parties to the Indigo question 
into making groundless charges ; and I need not say 
how important it is to the Nuddea Officers that 
no such impression should exist regarding them. 


8. Mr. Grey hor now stated in full detail the 
grounds on which he concludes that the factory 
coolies had encroached on the ryots’ Inds. 
Under this explanation the conclusion stands on 
every strong grounds, although this was not the 
line of defence taken on the Sessions trial.

quent collisions can be no 
matter of surprise. Where 
a boundary is undefined 
and it ia understood that 
factory coolies wil! go on 
digging until they are 
interfered with by one 
who claims the land, and 
that wherever they turn 
up the soil the land passes 
into the possession of the 
factory, eo to remain un- 
til tedious processes of 
Law are gone through, it 
is evident that the oceu-

T wish, with your permission, to make a 
few remarks with reference to paragraphs 10 and 
11 of the letter from Government, which, if left 
unnoticed by me, would, 1 submit, tend to injure 
my character as a Public Officer, and inore espe- 
cially as Magistrate of this District. 

8. In parnyraph 11 His Honor the Lieute- 
nant-Governor retnarks that I “should not have 
stated” thet force is ocvasionally employed to 
induce unwilling ryots to enter into envragements 
with the factory “when it is to be inferred from 
the context of his (Ma:ristrate’s) report that his 
enquiry on the spot haa filed to bring to light 
any proved instance of forcible crercion.” - 

4, With reference to this remark I beg most 

respectfully to point out that the omission of the 
words which in my report precede the sentence 
quoted by His Honor gives to that sentence a 
stronger meaning than it reully beam in my 
report. My words were:as follows: “there is 
reason to anpome that the energy of the Com- 
any’s servants is not confined to the use of words 
but that force is occasionally employcd, &e.” 
think that fis Honor will find no difficulty in 
aesenting to the trath of my assertion that a 
great. difference exists between a positive state- 
ment that force is ocgasionally employed and a 
declaration ot my belief that. ‘the eiployment of 
such force may be reasunably supposed to occur 
vccasionally. 

5. In making this declaration I did no more 
than state au opinion which ig, 1 enbmit, justified 
by the evidence given before the late Indigo Com- 
mission. In paragraph 7 of his Minute on the 
report of the Indigo Commission His Honor the 
‘Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal remarked as ful- 
lows:— 

«The evidence taken hy the Indigo Commis. 
sion fally proves that the ‘habit? (viz, that ‘of 
obliging ryots to receive advances and adoptiny 
other illicit means to compel them to cultivate 
Indigo”) denounced on 22ud May 1810 was still 
the habit of 1859.” His Honor also etated that 
the “sule cause of all such offences is the system 
under which Indigo is required without paying

9.. The conclusion expressed in the 7th clause 
is that “in the cultivation‘of thé chur lands the 
fuctory people's proceelings were quite sufficient 
to excite thé hostility of the ryots and to afford 
them a pretest for complaint ayainst the fastory.” 
‘The reasons for my conclusion that the ryots’ 
lands were encroached upon, which seasons are 
condemned by His Honor as altogether ineonclu. 
sive, were shortly as follows :— 

—The ‘uppeiance and position” of the

10. Considering that I had, when T wrote the 
report, pe-sonally examined the ground where 
the coolies were attacked, and that my conclusion 
was founded upon what T myself sew of the ap. 
pear: nil position of tht lands, 1 must confess 
to a feeling of surprise when I found my con- 
clusion, which was based on ocular demonstration, 
declared to be “an assumption”? foanded upon 
“ altewether inconclusive reasons.” I did not feel 
it necessary to enter into further details us tu the 
position and appearance of the land, because I was 
under the impression that eredit would be given 
to» my statement that the examination ol the 
groand justified me in my conclusion. As Ma- 
gistrate of the riet I most respectfully submit 
that my statement on this point was cntitled to 
greater weight, than has heen allowed to it. @ 

IL. Twill, however, give as briefly as possible 
the details on which my conclusion was founded. 
The chur lands consist of a long »: 
the bank of the river. Immediately adjoining 
thebe lands are the lands of the Ramuuggur and 
Koomrce ryots. At the spot. where the attack 




























on the coolies took place the breadth of char land 
cultivated by the factory last year was fuur kat- 
tas, 


Tho breadth of land dug by the factory 
this year is thirteen and a half kattas 
according to’ the factory’ papers. Therefure a 
breadth of nine-and-a-balf kattas in excess of the 
land cultivated by the factory last year has been 
dug Ly the eoolies this year. ‘The question arises 
whose lund is this nine and a half kattas? On 
looking at the measurement papers of the factory: 
of last year it will be found that the boundary of 
te factory lunds on the side away from the river 
is stated to le “Modhow Ghe uncultivated 
(potit) land.* Cons 
sidering that in no 
other place near thas 
apot is the breadth of thecultivated factory land

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of the excess land dug this year by the factory, 
I can come to no other conclusion than that which 
I have already recorded. I may mention that the 
lauds immediately adjacent to Modhoo Ghose’s 
land abovementioned are held by himself and 
one Potiram Ghose, and that sa examination of 
these lands, which are cultivated with vegetables, 
raised a strong suspicion that they had been en- 
croached upon to some extent by the coolies of 
the factory. 

12. The above remarks apply to the “ appear- 
ance and position of the lands.” 

As to “the uncertainty of the exact limits of 
the factory land” I will only remark that no 
one of the factory servants, not excluding the 
Manager himself and the European Assistant, 
has been able to give ie any further proof of 
these limits than that afforded by the Chitta pa- 
pers. These Chitta papers are admittedly nothing 
more than a simple tecord of thé area of land 
actually dug by the factory coolies, so that, as 
was admitted to me by the European Assistant, 
the coolies are in reulity the authority by which 
the boundary of the factory lands is jor the time 
determined, and they are, ao far as I can gather, 
mainly, if not entirely, guided in their operations 
hy the amount of opposition with which they 
meet from the owners of land in the vicinity of 
the chur lands. One ‘proof of this is that the 
point at which the coolies were summarily stop- 
ped by the recent attask of the ryota is now, in 
the factory Chitta papers drawn up since the 
occurrence, recorded as the limit of the factory 
Jande in that part of the chur for this year. I say 
nothing as to the rights of the two parties. In 
my report I said that these measurement papers 
give no certain grounds for a decision on this 
point, and I can only repeat this statement. But 
that the ryots should regard possession aad right 
as the same thing is scarcely surprising, and-the 
probability that the owner of lands which were 
recorded last year by the factory as belonging 
to hig should object when these lands are taken 
by the factory coolies, amounts, 1 think, toa 
vidient presumption. 

18. It is greatly to be wished that some defi- 
nite system in regard to these chur lands should 
he established in the place of the present bapha- 
zard method. 








14. In conclusion T have to request that you 
will do me the favor of forwarding copy of this 
letter to Government, with my respectful request 
that it may be treated as part of the report 
already subraitted, and copy of it forwarded to the 
same quarters as those to which copy of the pre- 
vious correspondence has been sent, with such 
remarks ax may be deemed fitting. 


It is of importance that no false impression as 
to “animus” in the matter on my part should 
wrongly gain ground, and I respectfully submit 
that I have some reason to complain: of the error 
which hae occurred in the quotation ef my remark 
to which His Honor refers in the 1]th raph 
of his letter, and of the sumewhat ecanty reliange 
which hasbeen placed n my statements, which 
were recorded as the result of an enquiry made 
avowedly, and in obedience to orders, in an extra- 
judicial manner.

Tam directed by the Lientenant-Governor to 
acknowledge the receipt of your letters dated, 
respectively, the 14th April laet and Srd ubimo, 
in which yon reply to the Officiating Seoretary’e 
letter No. 2188, dated 4th April, on the subject 
of the dieputes between the Bengal Indigo Come 
pany and their ryots, and in which yoe offer on 
tie part of the Association certain observations 
bearing generally on the subject of Indigo culti- 
vation. t 

2. The main point contended for by the As- 
sociation is that the cultivation of Ind at six 
Dandles per Rupee is profitable to the ryot, bes 
canse, though he may not know it, it ie in neoord. 
ance with the English four-course system of 
rotation of crops, a system whieh has in that 
country been found profitable alike to landlord 
and tenant. It is argued that the Indigo crop 
takes the place of the fallow as the clover crop 
does in England. This is a novel and importent 
view of the subject which demands careful en- 
quiry and discussion. The Agricultural and Hor- 
titultural Society will be asked to report on it, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor will be glad to 
receive from the Association an account of gny 
actual experiments .made by individual plant 
in order to teat the correctness of the theory now 
advanced. 

8. But the applicability of the English sys.

is really one which is, indirectly and unknown to 
himself, exceedingly profitable and beneficiul to 
him; and the remedy which the Association sug- 
gest for the feeling of antagonism and suspicion 
from which such breaches of the peace, as that 
which led to this discussion, generally arise, is 
that “ the Officers of Government to whom the 
Ryots look for advice should explain to them the 
benefit of observing a systematic rotation of crops, 
and should show them that Indigo grown im pro- 
per proportion and in due rotation would come in 
the place of the fallo@, and would be an addition 
to the general returns from their holdings.” 
This is a propvsition which on reflection the Mem- 
Ders of the Association must surely acknowledge 
to be inadmissible. The Laentenant-Governor 
freely admits that it is the duty of the Govern- 
ment to promote the general dissemination’ of 
sound knowledge in Agriculture no less than in 
other Devartmente of science and art, and he has 
endeavoured to act upon that view; but, even 
supposing that the principle of rotation observed 
in England is applicable to the soil and climate 
of Bengal, and that Indigo isa crop which can 
take the place of clover as a substitnte for fallow 
in euch rotation, the interference of the Officers 
of Government in the maoner suggested by the 
‘Association would be open to great objection. 
Such a course would involve an entire abandon- 
ment of that policy of non-interference by which 
the Government bas hitherto been guided in this 
Jong and unfortunate dispute between ryot and 
-planter, and a strict adherence to which has 
heen more often urged upon the Government by 
the Association than from any other quarter. 
The Bengal ryot is not slow to learn what is and 
what is not profitable to him, and if on euch a 
question he will not follow tha advice of Uhe plan- 
ter who may be supposed to have some knowledge 
of Agriealture, he will not willingly follow the 
advice of a Government Officer who pretends to 
ino such knowledge. Advice unwillingly followed 
js but another nume for compulsion. 

5. There is nothing whatever in the correspon- 
dence which would in any way justify the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in modifying the vpinion express-

half the price of the Indigo they grew, the other 
half going to liquidate the outstanding decrees. 
Admitting the pressure to be legal it merely con- 
firms what the Lieutenant-Governor said in para- 
graph 5 of Mr, Cockerell’s letter above referred 
to, that “the men were compelled to engage in 
@ loging business by threatening them with the 
enforcement of what may be a legal demand of a 
totally different kind.” It only remains, therefore, 
to test the value of the consideration, and this 
depends entirely upon the precise terms of the 
contracts made ‘by the Bengal Indigo Company 
with their ryots, no specimen of which has been 
laid before the Government. If the contract 
distinctly provides that so long as the ryot grows 
@ certain quantity of Indigo according to his 
agreement and for the full currency of the con- 
tfact, the planter is bound not to enhance rents 
in the case of tenants on any of his lands what- 
ever the vrops sown may be, and not to put in 
execution the decrees held against other cultiva~ 
tors, then unquestionably the ryot has received 
4 consideration which will, to a certain extent, 
account for his agreeing to change the terms of 
his previous contract. It would be satisfactory 
to be told that the contract does clearly recog- 
nize the liabilities of both parties, especially as 
from a contract which has been submitted to the 
Lieutenmnt-Governor in connection with another 
factory the liabilities of the ryot are set forth, 
while the ities of the planter in consideration 
of which it is alleged that the contract» were 
made are completely ignored, and there is nothing 
whatever but the personal good faith of the indi- 
vidual planter to prevent the ryot,so faras his 
own liabilities Are concerned, from being placed, 
after he has signed the contract, in precisely the 
ame position in which he was before. Admitting 
the good faith of the particular planter making the 
contract, it is clear that his interest in the fac- 
tory may determiny, or in the case of a Manager, 
ha may be removed at any time and his succes- 
sor may refuse to recognize any liabilities not 
recorded on the face of the contract. On the 
other hand the Lientenant-Governor observes that 
the Ryot not only binds himeelf but his heirs 
to grow a certain quantity of Indigu and sell it at 
a certain rate for a period of ten years. 





6. Butit is not necessary to discuss these 
details further, neither need it be considered at 
length whether anything has occurred to make a 
rate of payment for Indigo which was universally 
admitted to be unrrofitable in 1860 profitable now, 
It is enough that the ryot considers the rates 
unremunerative, and that he would not sow 
Indigo on the terms offered if ho were not com- 
pelled to do so by pressure, lezal though it be. 
What the Lieutenant-Governor desired to point 
out was that it would be found in the long run 
commercially unprofitable to employ pressure, 
legal or otherwise, to make men grow erops they 
do not want to grow, and sell them at prices fixed 
in advance for ten years by the purchaser himself 
without any reference to market rates; and His 
Honor if gratified to observe that in this view the 
Association concur.

4, The Judge is of opinion that “in cases of 
this nature, where the minds of the natives of the

ins,” there is * an abwolute necessity of aome 
provision in the Law by which a special Jury 
might be empanelled.” In his report on the 
working of the Jury system No. 121, dated 16th 
June 1563, 'my predecessor gave an opinion to the 
samme effect. ‘ 

5, My own opinion is entirely in accordance 
with there. In the Nuddea District the relations 
between Indigo Planters and tho Native Cultiva- 
tors are the absorbing subject of interewt, Pro- 
bably every man on the Nuddea Jury List in 
private lifa avows openly tHt side he takes in the 
question, and that he feels strongly on the sub- 
ject. Every incident in the struggle is anxiously 
watched. The intelligence of the ovcurrence of 
any collision, or of the ingtitution of any impor- 
tant case between the two parties before the 
Magistrate or the Police immediately spreads 
through the District, and erpocially to that part 
of it close to the Sudder Station within the radius 
of the Jury List; the progress of the proceedings 
is closely watched and discussed; and when tho 
trial comes on and the Juryman is summoned, 
(necessarily by lot,) he goes into Court with hie 
feolings worked up and thoroughly impressed with 
the view of the case taken on hearsay among his 
own immediate circle of acquaintance, It is too 
much to expect that a man so situated, even with 
the most conscientious intentions, would form an 
unprejudiced opinion founded entirely on the 
evidence produced at the trial How the existing 
Lias is made the most of by Counsel is illustrated 
in the following extract of a letter from an Officer 
of experience; “This is rendered apparent. by 
the endeavors invariubly made by dofendant’s 
Counecl in all cases (whether arising between 
planter and ryots, or not having the remowst 
concern with either party) to connect the progeca- 
tion in some way or other with Indigo, and thaw 
work upon the well known prejudices of the one 
class who compose the Juries.” 

6. As toi i there has been a 
failure of justice in consequence of the bias of 
Juries in the Nuddea District cases are necessarily 
rare in which it can be positively pronounced thet 
there was ne oon whatever for doubt. But I 
think it may safely be said that on the trial of the 
Kure rioters no Juryman of ordinary intelli« 
Hence would have agyuitted if he had gone into 
Court ivithout baving heard of the case befure and 
without having taken any interest in Indigo 
mattera, and if ‘be had furmed his conclusions 
rly on the evidence there produced.

ting the case on his owa motion, scarched the 
use and papers of the accused. This document 
corresponds with the copy-book, and it was 
perfectly obvious that the forged pottah had been 
from it by ¢racing over the English 
characters, for every stroke coincided precisely, 
and consequently there could have been no possi- 
bility of collusion or frickery, even if the search 
chad made on the application or with the 
Knowledge of the apposite party, which was not 
the case. The second defendant appeared as a 
svitnees both before the Moonsiff and the Deputy 
Magistrate to prove that the forged pottab had in 
reality been dictated by him and signed by Mr. 
Tripp in his presence, and given to Hazaree 
Sheikh by himself whilet he was employed as 
Naib of the Concern. It was proved by Mr. 
‘Tripp and other witnesses that he was not employ- 
ed as Naib at the time, but had been discharged 
several days previous to the date of the pottah. 
{This circumstance was further substantiated by 
‘the production of «letter of Mr. Tripp to Mr. 
Kenny recording his dismiseal, which was duly 
entered in the factory copy-book of letters, 
While the fact of the pottah (which the defendant 
had deposed to be genuine) being established to 
be a forgery laid him open to the charge of having 
wilfully made a false statement. The Jury, 
however, contrary to the summing up of the Jude, 
‘seem to have ignored the evidence altogether and 
juitted both the defendants. 

On this case the Magistrate observed: 
“The Judge aj to have been convinced of 
@efendant’s guilt; the trial lasted for three dayn, 
the. Jury returning to their houses each day. 
‘There can be little doubt that the acquittal was 
owing to prejudice connected with Indigo 
cultivation. .

It would have been more satisfactory if 
the Hanskhally Darogah had been eent in to give 
his evidence in the case, for he was the Officer 
who first received intimation of the riot, and con- 
ducted the first enquiries in the matter. The 
Court was also put to some inconvenience from the 
absence of any plan or sketch of the locality. 
I propose to communicate with the Magistrate 
on the necessity of having a plan made by the * 
Police hereafter in cazee of this nature. 

The majority of the Jury who returned the 
verdict of acquittal did so with the expression 
that they could not rely on the evidence for the 
prosecution. I saw, no reasonable grounds for 
suspecting it myself. 

The Jury List of this District is not in a 
satisfactory condition. The ten mile area which 
the orders of Government prescribe for the selec~ 
tion of the Jury is, in my opinion, too }imited. 
On this subject, and on the” general one of trial 
by Jury in this District, I have already commu- 
nicated my views to the High Court, I may 
mention that in cases of this nature and others 
where the mi .ds of the natives of the place are 
liable to much excitement and possibiy bias, there 
is, in my judgmert, an absolute necessity of somo 
provision in the Law by which a speoial Jury 
might be empanetled. 


Casz oF GovERNMENT

Affray with Culpable Homicide. 
To the Jury. 


Tuege are three charges against all the pri- 
soners in Court. The first is under Section 148 
uf the Pengl Code, and refers to the offence of 
rioting; the second is under Section 8304, and 
charges them with the culpable homicide of 
Rammohun Banerjea; ihe third under Section 
325, with having voluntarily caused the said 
Rammohun grievous hurt. Tho two last Sec- 
tions are made applicable to all the defendants by 
Section 149. m 

According to the evidence for the prosecution it 

ra that early on the morning of the 14th 
Falgon last a number of coolies were working 
on the nijabad lands belonging to the Baga- 
dongah factory, situated in the village of Koom- 
ree. The deceased, Bammohun Baperjea, (who 
was a Factory Ameen,) was superintending tie 
work, accompanied by Luckun Khalasaee. They 
were joined shortly after by the Dewan, Dinonath 
Mookerjea, and two Peyadas, who gave some 
orders about tho work, and then proceeded to 
the village. to the house of Anundo Biswas, where 
they found Jodoonath Banerjea und some other 
people. They had sat down to smoke in the 
verandah of the place, when a great noise was 
heard in the direvtion of the field from which they 
had just come, Upon this the Dewan, it i 
alleged, ordere to Luckun Khulassee to po 
outside and see what was the matter. . This man 
returned ju a short time and reported thate crowd 
of people had collected in the mit and: -were 
attacking the factory coolies; some-of whom hod 
made their escape to the oppusite side. ot the river. 
It is not very clear from the evidence whether any 
attempt uf flight was contemplated by the 
Dewan’s party, for the statements of the witnesses 
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vary upon this point. Tt is scarcely, how- 
ever, of any material consequence, as the events 
which followed are clearly deposed to by all the J 
witnesses, and are to the effect that a crowd of 
villagers, numbering some 100 or 125 men, 
armed with lattees, inade their way almost: im- 
mediately alter to the house where the Dewan 
and other factory servants were seated and 
at once began abneing the Dewan for daring 
to attempt the cultivation of Indigo on their 
side of the riv The abnse was followed by 
Viows, in which it is sid the Dewan reccived a 
severe contusion on the forehead, and after being 
strnck hy three of the rioterg he only managed 

to escape within the house on the interposition of 
the deceased, Hammohun Banerjea, who remon- 
strated with the men for assaulting a Brahmin. 

The evidence gocs on to show that the De 
was followed inside the houge by a large number of 
the villigers. In the* meantime the assault was 
continued upon Rammobun, the Ameen, who was 
knosked down from the verandah after three 
Lows, and then carried off by two of the 
defendants, 

The Dewan and the two Peadahs (who had 
sought refuge inside the building) were dragged 
euiside, and the “two latter, alter having their 
hands tied, were t- ken away with the Dewan to 
i aggur, and were there released 
on the intelligence being tronght that Rammohun 
Banerjea had been killed and his body thrown 
down in the cow-shed belonging to the witness 




















Shobdan Sheikh, 

‘The Dewan, as scon as he regained his liberty, 
made his way to the Hanskhally Thanush on 
horseback aud reported what had happened, and it 
appears that the two Peadahs had likewise gone 
offon the same errand, ‘The Police arrived on 
the spot the sainv afternoon, and having sent. in 
th» bods of the deceased Ameen to the Sudder 
Station commenced the investigations, which have 
reenlted in the committal of the defendants before 
you to this Cunrt. 

Such brie!ly are the material facts of the case 
as xworn to by the prosecution, They have 
been deposed to ina clear and consistent. manner, 
und are supporte-i by many collateral circumstances, 
Thus we find a general admisssion by all parties 
that the phice in question was a scene of serious 
slisturbance on the dave referred to. We have the 
fact thai the Police were on the spot on the 
same aiternvon, that notsce lied been veyed to 
the : roner Anthurities without any delay, and we 
find. hy the Medical Olficer’s testimony, that the 
death os Rammobua was the result of violence ; 
and I would spreially draw your attention to 
one pazt of his statement that a mark of injury 
wan direovs red on the deceused’s hand, between 
his thin oud for finger, which corroboretes ex- 
netly the ption given by the witnesses of 
the manner in which the deceaed had received a 
Low in hit hand in attempting to intercept the 
uttack upon the Gomashtah, 

‘Ax questions of fact I must leave this part of 
the case entirely in your hands; you have to 
decide upon the evidence submitted to you 
whether avy euch occurrences tovk pluce as are 
depowed to by the witnesses for the progecution ; 
and secondls, the more important point whether 
any or all the defendants in Court were the 
persons who committed the offences charged 
against then, 

I will briefly draw your attention to those 
charges. 





































The first, as before stated, refers to rioting, 
The definition of this is given in Section 146 of 
the Penal Code and shows that where force is used 
by any unlawful assembly or by any member there- 
of in’ tho prosecution of a common object, the 
offence of rioting has been coramitted. The 
meaning of an “ unlawful assembly” is given in 
Section 141 (read over to the Jury). You will 
see that an assembly of five or more persons is 
designated an unlawful assembly if the said per- 
sons’.met together have in view a common une 
lawful object of any of the descriptions given in 
the clauses sneceeding the Section quoted. We 
have in tbe ease before usa large amount of evi- 
dence to shuw that there wae an asrembly of 
more than 100 villagers from the ‘village of 
Ramnuggur ; that generally they were armed with 
Jattees ; that the common object they had in view 
was to turn the factory peaple out of the place ; 
that with the immediate purpose of carrying into 
effect the common object referred to they first 
attacked the coolies whto were working on the 
faetory lands and dispersed them; and that 
subsequently they proceeded to the village of 
Koonree and committed a most violent outrage 
upon the Factory Dewan and his companions. It 
is for the Jury to examine the evidence and say 
whether the defendanta in Court are guilty of 
these acts, Ii you have no reasonable doubte of 
the truth of tle statements made by the Dewan 
and the other witnesses, (and 1 see no reason 
why you should distrust their evidence) a vel 
strong ease is made out against the acer 
(The Court here reud out the parte of each wit- 
ness’ etatements as it affected the different -pri- 
soners). It was added “ the majority of the wit- 
nesses who have given evidence were previonsly 
acquainted with all the defendants in Court, some 
of them resided in tho same or in the neighbour- 
ing villages. ‘The occurrences took place in broad 
day-light, and, except as regards the depositions 
of the witnesses Arizoollah Sheikh and Kulurm 
Sheikh, who admit that they have no previous 
acquaintance with the villagers, I sve no reason 
why you should reject the evidence which bas 
clearly identified and named the prisoners in 
Court as concerned in the ridt. 

‘The second charge in the calendar is under the 
concluding portion of Section $04, and is brought 
also agaiust all the accused, riz, that they have 
committed culpable hamicide by causing the death 
of Ratimohun Banerjea, the act being donegvith 
the knowledge that it was likely to cause ‘death, 
but without any intention to cause it. There 
can be seareely any contention as to the fact that 
Rammohun Banerjea met with « violentedesth 
at the time and plaem referred to, The Police 
investigations on the spot on the #ime ovening, 
and the testimony of the Medical Officer whe 
made the port mortem examination nf the body, 
fully confirm this: now, there is atroug evidence 
iu the caso to show that the persons who a 
assaulted the deceased were the defo % 
Modhoo Ghose No. 1, Kilaram. Ghose, No, $, 
and Gridhur Ghose No.,7 ; fourth persup ie also. 
said to have strock Rammohyn, but, 
he has evaded arrests we. haye : 
show that when Rammohon. fel 
elfecte of the blows ho. had, 
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intentionally caused the death of the deceased, but 
that the act was done with the knowledge that it 
was likely to cause death. The weapons said to 
have been used by the defendants in the affray 
were lattees; they: were used directly against the 
deceased, but-in the midst of much confusion and 
disturbance, and the blow which seems actually 
to have caused the fatal injury was one which fell 
upon tho left side of the unfortunate 'man and ap- 
pears to have ruptured his spleen, And here I 
think the medical evidence in the case is certainly 
in favor of the accused. ,The Acsistant-Surgeon 
has deposed that the spleen of the deceased was 
very much diseased from previous iflness, and ho 
has peintegly stated that, judging from the exter- 
nal marksof the bruise, he was. certainly of opi- 
nion that the blow inflicted, which tuptured the 
spleen in this instance, would not have done so in 
the case of a person in good health, 1 have 
brought all these points before you that you may 
more easily arrive at a decision on the question 
whether the act by which death resulted here’ (if 
you hold those acts to be proved) was done with 
the knowledye that it was likely to cause death. 


But I would further point out that @// the, 


defendants are indicted under this Section referring 
to culpable homicide by Section 149 of the Code, 
‘This is to the effect that every member of au un- 
lawful arsembly is to be deemed guilty of any 
offence committed by any member of such assem- 
bly if committed in prosecution of a common 
object, or such as the members of the assembly 
knew to be likely to be committed in prosecution 
of that object. Now, before you can implicate all 
the persons who are said to have joined in this 
riot under s charge of culpable homicide, you 
most satisfy yourselves clearly that the killing of 
Eammohun Bunerjea, or the killing of any of the 
factory people, waa the object with which that 
assembly set out, or the object which suggested 
itself to them afterwards when the disturbance 
began. «If such an offence was wholly beside the 
common object of the rioters it cannot be imppted 
tn all.

Charge. —Tux evidence was read over to the Jury. 
Tt was explained to them that the charges against 
the two prisoners’ were distinct, the one against 
Hazaree Sheik being that he fraudulently and 
dishonestly used as genuine a document pugporting 
to be a valuable security, knowing it to he false; 
and against Grischunder Mozoomdar, that in a 
judicial proceeding before the Moonsiff of Chonee- 
para, and afterwards before the Deputy Magistrate 
of Kooshtea, he intentionally gave false evidence. 

As regards the charge against the first prisoner 
(Hazaree Sheik) it appears that in a suit for 
urrears of rent hefore the Moonsiff of Choneepara, 
who has powers of a Deputy Collector, the prisoner 
filed the pottah marked A. in support of his 
defence. The prisoner does not deny the using of 
the document in question, and apart from his 
admission, the. fapt is most clearly established 
by the evidence of Judoonath Chatterjea, the 
Sheristadar of the Moonsiff’s Court. 1t remains, 
therefore, to ascertain and decide whether, -in 
using the said docament, which is alleged by the 
prorecation to be fulse, the prisoner knew, or had 
reason to helieve, that it waa'a forged dooument, 
and that it was used with the intention to 
defraud, 





‘When the pottah in question was ‘filed before: 
the Moonsiff, Mr. Chardon, on behalf of his 
employer, Mr. Kenny, appears to have represented 
to the Court his belief that a forgery had beew 
perpetrated, and under Section 169 of the Code 
of Criminal Procedure the prisoner Hazareo 
appears to have been made over to the Fouzdary 
Court of Kooshtea for the purpose of imvestiga~ 
tion into the alleged offence. ‘The Deputy 
Magistrate has uomanitted the prisoner for trial im 
this Court. 

The Jury will give their attention, in the first 
place, to the document itself marked A. If » 
forged documeht, they will at once perceive frony 
its contents the motive for the forgery, ihaamuchi 
as it confers upon the holder certain*-rights. im 
perpetuity which the alleged origina! pottaly 
markéd H. does not convey, ‘ 

The evidence which has. been brought forward 
to prove that the former pottah is a. forgery id 
the direct evidence of three gentlemen, who 
depose om oath to the fact that the signature 
which the said dooument bears is not thesignature 
orthe handwriting of Mr. H. D. Tripp, whos 
name is upon it. Oneof the gentlemen referred to 
ia Mr. Tripp himself, who most positively swemeo 
that tke writing on this pottab is not his, and biw 
statement is supported by the testimony ef two 
other gentlemen, who have been for many years 
connected with him in business, and havo thereby 
onjoyod unuaual facilities for becaming acquainted 
with bis handwriting, and especially his manuer 
of signing his name. 

Apart from this, I must point out to the Jury 
that all these gentlemen depose to the fact that 
auch a thing ae a lease in perpetuity (which the 
alleged forged pottah purports to be) has never beow 
granted in their Concern to any parties since they 
have been connected with it, and until the prisonera 
ean refute this statement by the productiom of, 
or reference to, any mourossee pottah in Mr. 
Kenny’s Zemindaree, the presumption iss not an 
unfair one that the present document is not » 
genuine one. 

So far there is direct evidence against the pottah 
filed by the prisoner Hazaree Sheikh in the 
Moonsiff’e Court. It further appears, however, 
from the vitnesses who have deposed in the case 
that, while the matter was under the investigation 
of the Deputy Mugistrate onder the direct orders 
of that Officer, the house of the Prisoner Hazaree: 
wan searched, the result of which was that a 
sevond pottah for the same land was. diseovered iat 
his possession. The .circumatances. under which 
this search was ordered, and the manner in 
which it was made, have been fully detaile@ in’ 
the evidence, and though the prisoner's Counsel:

been surreptitiously introduced by some.

Fetal out ta the Jury that thereis not a 
of evidence to give support to sugh supposition. 
is tt bevsoted on the. conteary, that til the 
search of tho prisoner's pretoises no one sekmna' to! 
have been certain.of the existence of this ea. 
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it required (he presenee of the prisoner’s brother 
to open, there would scarcely seem to bes doubt 
that it had been all along in the prisoner’s poa- 
session, and was the true and original pottaa which 
had been airea to tho prisoner. This point 
raceivea the fullest confirmation from a comparison 
of thiaalleged original pettah with the Kubvoliat 
entered in the book, which is its exact oounter- 
part, 1 do not suppose there can be a doubt that 
this book ig a genuine and suthentie record of 
the Kubooliute received by Mr. Kenny in 
exchange for the pottahs giveu by him, for to 
suppose otherwiso would be to sappose that this 
entire volume, composed of about 200 pages, 
regularly kept and numbered, had heen contrived 
throughout to meet the demands of the present 
ease. It will be noted, too, that in this book, at 
the number which purports to be the counterpart 
of the prisoner’s pottab, appears his own signature 
whieh, according to the evidence of two or three 
witnesses, waa made by tha prisoner himself in 
the presence of Mr. Tripp, 

The charge against the second prisoner, Gris- 
ehunder Mozoomdar, is that of having given false 
evidence by stating that he had given the alleced 
forged pottah marked A. by the order of Mr. 
Tripp to, the prisoner. Hazaree Sheik, 

Tha prisoner Grischunder has urged ia his: 
defence that it was rather from a /ook at the signa— 
ture and the date on the said pottah tht he had.

Iy reply to your Circular letter No. 29 of Mth 
March 1864, I have the houor to furwerd a list of 
all the cases instituted in my Court this vear and 
connected with Indigo cultivation, You — will 
perceive that this sort of cases embraces a larye 
proportion of the whole number instituted. Tho 
reason for that is this 

In these limited Districts, which furnish food 
for the Criminal Courte, there are two factions at 
war with each other, the ryots and the factory ; 
little offences continually ore ariving there and 
they are brought into Court; while in other parts 
of the District, where this quarrelling duca not 
exist, these little affairs are compromised, or in 
sume other way amicably concluded, You will 
observe that, with the exception of a few more 
serious cases, nearly all the complaints refer to 
cattle rescue, (a complaint made on Loth sides,) or 
eartying off by force to the factory, (a comptaint 
made by the ryots.) With regard to the first,

was certuinly wonderfully well supported, even by 
the factory books. 1 shall re‘er to this nature 
of caso afterwards, and meantiine only remark 
that inasmuch as there was no proof that the 
Saheb had anything todo with it, it does not 
form any exception to my present remart 

6. Kirst then, from a eJnsideration of the 
individual sases, it appears that they are false. 

7. But] consider also, from certain reasons, 
thut such cases muse be fals 
8. First, the Sahch has not the power to 
carry off ryots in the manner alleged. ‘The days 
ara gone by when Planters used to surround 
themeelvos with armed ‘attials fur purposes of 
both offence and defence. 1 have had ¢omplaints 
‘that twonty Inttiale attacked and carried off trom 
the mat an old man wo could not have resisted 
¢ntd,and, i huve had others shat a single unormed 
‘Tayoedgeer carried off from the centre of # village 
two or,threé-men and that too out of villages 
Whiek T.kaow verguld turn ost ton maa and oak 
it vifactor servant who came near them. 
Ril Aectany were by foros in the sight of 
endsia amatter eo susceptible of enay 
‘the'factory would not dare to do it, 

















9. Several factories have been shnt for some 
time now, and is it to be imagmed that a planter 
would have closed his fuctories if he had the 
power and the will by force to compel enltivation ? 
If Mr, A. Hills shut np his factory of Poamaree 
last year because the ryots did not come to settle, 
is it to be imagined that he would open it this 
year and compel the ryots by force to avcept his 
terms ? 

10. Again the planters have no motive to 
compel the acceptance of Indig» advances in this 
manner. Though a planter brings ina nunber 
of ryots by force and makes them arcept an ad- 
vanee and sign a contract, it 1s folly to imagine 
that they will sow Indigo, If he does give them 
money, they will egrtainly give hin no return 
for it, and if he dovs not, (wuich is the latest 
edition of the comolaints,) it is still more ridien- 
lous to expect them to cultivate. [t 18 trae that 
aclause inthe contract binds the ryot, in de- 
fault of sowing Indigo, to pay a penalty of 
Rupses 39 per heegah, but the clause is merely 
| nomin It is perfectly iinpossible to put it in 
foree, ‘The eases are taken into the Small Cause 
Cont, and te planter gets his deeree, but to 
cute it is simply impossible, and the- planter 
lrarely recovers even his Law expenses, This ie 
| not asupposition, it is a matter of fact, and th: 
records of any Court, at least in Chooadangah, will 
show how small is the chance of recovering one- 
tenth of the money decreed, This fact is well 
known bath to ryots and planters, and therefore 
to compel a ryot to a contract of this nature is 
simply to throw away money, even supposing 
that ‘the ryots had no means of cheating the 
planter oat of his dues beyond remedy by law. 

‘Thirdly, the planter has not the will to. oppress 
the ryote in this manner. In this part of the 
country the planters haye decrees azainst almost 
every one of their ryots, and by putting them in 
foree they could compel the ryols to leave the 
country. Tho faet is, the end of the Indisod 
putes is that the ryots are at the mercy of tl 
pl@ter ; bg conid ruin them; he could drive 
them from their houses ; he could compel them 
to any term: he liked, simply by executing his 
decrees in a legal manner. i 
not du ; they are treating the 
undeserved "compassion, givin up nearly 
whole of their demands, in order that the ryots 
may again settle and return to the prosperi 
they once enjoyed, It is a monstrous absurslity to 
that such gentlemen as these, whose only mo- 
is to secure the welfare of their ryots, are 
treating them with violenes and oppression.” 

11. There is only one argument, which appears 
to lead to a different opinion, riz, :-—If a ryot 
willingly accepts a contract one day, why does hie 
repudiate it the next ? 

There are tivo answers to this objection :— 

Firsii—1 have no doubt many ryots accept 
these contracts for the express purpose of cheat 
ing the planter out of money. When ryots has 
any pressing need of money, all he hasto do is 
to accept an Indigo vontract and take the ad 
vance, I have no doubt that it is often the case 
that the advance having been regeived the ryot 
repents bis contract, Second, —When afew ryuts 
accept contracts, in many places, they become at 
once the objects of annoyance to their friends ; 
in inany villages such is the feeting that such a 
peraon Would be regarded as a traitor and bullied 
till he repudiated is act, 
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12. But by far the most frequent way of 
taking contracts is this. Taking an Indigo con- 
tract is not a matter entirely independent, it is a 
liability attaching to the lund, A village holds 
its lands nominally at a certain rent and without 
any stipulation as to Indigo, but there is a tacit 
understanding on both sides that that village is 
bound to give a certain amount of Indigo. The 
ryote of that, village then come in a body to settle 
for Indigo, They offer the landlord to sow so 
many beegahs in the village ; a bargaining then 
commences, not regarding the amount of cultiva- 
tion required from each individual, but regarding 
the total amount to be eupplied by the village. 
An former times this amount was fixed, but now it 
reynires somo bar- 
gaining to re-esta- 
blish the amount. 
The next step is to. 
divide this entirely 
‘among the indivi- 
duals, and this division is settled by the Saheb on 
one side and the ryota in toto on the other, and 
the contracts are then made. It is easily con-, 
eeivable that a ryot may be displeased with the 
contract he compels himself to aevept in obedience 
t) custom, und even if the amount of cultivation 
contracted for were settled hy bis single will, it ia 
not inconsistent ia a ryot to desire to repudiate 
un agreement which he has made for the 

inguishment of a Jiadifily, for such ia the light 
he regards it. : 

13. I must express my conviction that the 
factory servants in some plaves practice a little 
Zvolm. They threaten the ryots and so forth, 
bat they do not use open violence, But the 
ryote do not regard them, and they have very 
Kittle influence in the course of affairs. I am sure 
no one would be more ready than the planter to 
punish the small oppressions of these men. 

14. The outbreaks between the factory and 
the ryots arise not from iliegal oppression but 
from the exercise of 
legal right. ‘he 
execution of legal 
process, the impounds 
ing of cattle, the measurement of lands, these 
ure the causes, which, io a quarreisome revion, 
collect the syous and canse serions breaches of 
‘the peace, and I could mention villazos wi.ere the 
very sight of a factory servant is sufficient to 
collect the villagers for warlike purposes.

15. “This bitter feeling would have long since 
died away bad it not been carefully foatered by 
certain persone. The influence of Native Land. 
holders in this respect is very ‘great, and in more 
than one case have 1 found their agents directly 
abstting the commission ot crime. The matter 
will reach the principats soon, Tie causes of the 
enmity of Native Landholders to the Indigo inter- 
ests are many and need not be epeeified. There 
are many of these “ certain persors” about 
tue country, and there will be until the ryote 
ceased to be duped by promises of imaginary 
advantages. 

16. Besides these cases there have been several 
of cattle rescue. Those brought by the factories 
against the ryots have occassionally buen proved 
notwithstanding the assertions of defendants’ 
Mooktears that the case was a {alse one got. up 
with the intention of pempeljing the ryots to 





take advances, the connexion of cause ang effect 
being somewhat obscure. 

17, The ryote aleo have brought 9 few cases 
of enttle rescue against the factory servanty, 
These casee were all connected with the three 
disturbed Districts abovementioned, and if they. 
contained any truth, the plaintiff succeeded most 
effectually in concealing it. If 9 ryot has o 
complaint, he adds such a number of improbable 
circumetances and impossible defendants that the 
case necesyarily faila, 

18. Some recent events at-Dankee will afford 
a good illustration of the cause and effect of these 
disputes. I relate it partly from personal knows 
ledge, partly from information, received from the 
planters party. 

19. Recently, in onmsequence of some of the 
more violent of the villayers having been, impris 
soued, these villagers became, quite qaies, and 
made settlements for Endigo. Matters had pro, 
ceeded amicably for a fortuight and more qiter 
this settlemtot, when a lettér from one of the 
“certain persons” abovementioned ayrived, to thig 
effect . 

* Government has heard of the ryots’ troubles 
and is goingto send up the Commissioner and 
the Magistrate to relieve. them of all. their debts, 
repudiate your contracte at once, and meantine 
send me Rupees 100.” 

20, Twent upto Alamdangahshortly after-this 
and in two days got twenty-six gomplaints from 


the ryots. I examined the various plaintiffs 
regarding their cyses, agd,ea their gtory had not

7! . x “* the cases were 
fer an ezaninioa tt a % yevealod to be palpable 
: falechoods, Mora’ ‘of 
the ryots were nt, wanting to complain ; buf 


as I suspended their Mooktear provisionally, (I 
had other reasons to suspect him) they. could gat 
no one to write their complaints and went away, 
An early day was fixed for hearing, and then pat 
a single plaintiff appeared. Meantime the factory 
accused the principal of them of false complaint, 
Warrants were sent out, but the whole twenty-cix 
had absconded. This village, which u short time 
since informed me, thet twenty Jattials bad 
attacked one man’s house, and three, villagers hag 
put them to flight, now compluined:that two or 
three Tageedgeers had in fhe faoa. of the whole 
village carried off twenty men. 

Tam aware I may soem in this letter to be 
rather plgading the cause of the planters thay 
regarding the matter from both sides; but it is 
since I came to this Sub-Divivion that 1 hava 
become convinced that Indigo planting is not 
founded upon violence and oppression, so thay 
my conclusions are the result of experience, aot 
of primes,

2. Yoar action on the subject ofthe complaint 
of Munoolla Biswas and other villagers of Tutvol- 
lin Dacokee is generally approved by the Lieute- 
nant-Governor; but in regard to the enquiry 
directed in the 7th parazraph of your letter to the 
Magistrate, 1 amt to observe that you should be 
extremely cautious in making, or causing to be 
made, enquiries calculated to raise @ belief in the 
minds of either Indigo Planters or Ryots that any 
partial action is to belopked for from Government, 
or that the Government will interiere in favor of 
cither party. 

8. Tt is always open to doubt whether enqui- 
ries euch as thoxe dirested in your letter to tho 
Magistrate of Nuddea, No. 99, dated the 2lst of 
March last, are not likely to do at least as much 
harm as good, and it is generally better not to 
resort to them unless there be reason to anticipate 
a breach of the peace, and unless the Masistrate 
himself, who should invariably be firet consulted 
on the subject, concurs in their expediency. 


4. His Honor desires me to say that Mr, 
‘Westland’s letter, of which you furnish a copy, 
betray: inexperience of a young Officer and 
a disposition to adopt an extreme and one-sided 
gonclusion and to'support it by ingenious argu- 
mente, rather than to form an impartial judy- 
ment between the conflicting claims of the plan- 
tera and ryots and to deal fairly and firmly 
by both. “Mr. Westland cannot expect that 
a oonfident and off-band expression of his 
opinion on a very diflicult question which has 





lung engaged, and till engages, the attention | 


of Onficers more able and fur more experienced 
than himself will carry anv weight. His Honor 
therefore desires that Mr. Westland may be 
instucted to refrain from commit‘ing himself to 
any such decided’ gpinions and from putting on 
record discursive remarks on a subject of which 
bie knowledge is nevessarily very limited. 

5. He abould also, Iam to add, be cautioned 
against shewing any partiality in adjudicating 
cases that come before him judivially, and told 
that any sign of bias or partisanship in his pro- 
ceedings, to which"the tone of his letter, copy of 
whieh was forwarded by you, might seeia to 
indicate on existing tendency, will be held to 
disqualify him for further employment in the 
District of Nuddea, or in any otier Distrjet in 
which disputes on the subject of Indigo are likely 
to arise.

3.__A translation of one of the contracts which 
Mr. Hills requires to be executed 13 given by Mr, 
Oliphant. ts terms are most precise, and, as 
they appear tn the fuce of the document, bard upon 
the cultivator, such us I suppose” no Buropean 
holding a jote within the estate of another 
could be induced to aecept ; and as no reasonable 
or ordinarily provident man would enter into for 
the sake of the advantages which the contract 
secures to him. 

4. But Mr. Hills points out that besides the 
actual payments which are stipulated for in the ¢-- 
tructs, he offers ¢reat advanta-zes to those tenants 
who agree to grow Indigo in the shape of allow- 
ing them to hold their lands at a lower rent than 
that which he is entitled to demand, and of 
remitting portions of the debts which they owe 
tohim ; further he states that the tenants of 
these villages have always behaved very budly, 
have not paid any rent fora long time, and are 
deserving of no consideration until they begin to 
sow ; that he has power legally to sell them out ; 
and that he secs nothing to deter him from exer- 
cising that power if they will not sow Indigo. 

5. It is clear that if Mr. Wills pays the 
cultivator 1 Rupee for every four bundles of 
Indigo, and also cancels so much of a debt which 
the cultivator owes as is equivalent to another 
Rupee on every four bundles delivered, he is in 
fact paying for the Indigo at the rate of two 
bundles for the Rupee, which is remunerative ; so 
also the difference between the rent levied from 
the tenant and that which the landlord is 
entitled to demand may be equivalent. to a liberal 
payment on account of Indigo received. But the 
defect in the whole arrangement is that every 
Jiability which the eulsivator takes upon him under 
the arrangement is minutely set. jorti in the deed 
of contract and legally secured by it, whercas 
what are perhaps the main advantages whieh he 
is to receive in return, the remissions of debt und 
the privilege to hold his lands at a low rent, 
(which the factory engages to allow bia), are 
not mentioned in the deed, which contains u> 
expression from which it candbe inferred that any 
conditions whatever have been made beyond 
those which appear on its face, 

6, Such an arrangement must qo far to nullity 
the value of the concessions which Mr. Hills 
gounts among the advantages which he offers to 
the cultivators now in question in return for their 
undertaking to grow Indigo. However well 
assured the villagers may fecl, frown their personal 
acquaintance with the present Manager of a 
factory, that verbal promises and implied agree- 
ments will be scrupulously adhered to during his 
incumbeney, any revsoning man must see that 
the present Proprietor or Manager may at any 
moment transfer the Concern to a less scrapulous 
successor or to a Company, and that in that ease 
nothing would be secured to the cultivator beyond 
the payment at the ratc of a Rupee for four 
bundles. ae atipulated in the deed of contract. 
Inmoking these remarks 1 assume that when 
the ryot- enters into the contrnet no. separate 
document is executed, either formally cancelling 
so much of his debts or quarantecing to him the 
privilege of not having his reut raised during the 
period for whioh he has engaged to grow Indigu. 
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I assume this, for I have never heard mention 
made of any such separate deed ; whoreas when 
I have referred to these contingent advantages to 
the cultivator, it has been replied that the 
advantages are merely nominal ; that they are 
indefinite ; and that the claims are only hold in 
abeyance until the next ocasion on which it is 
required to put pressure on the tenants for any 
factory purpose. 

7. The ryots fairly recognize that they are 
in the power of their landlord, and I think that 
much of the opposition which is now offered to 
Mr. Hills would disappear, and the strong dislike 
with which Indigo cultivation is now viewed by 
the ryots would be much diminished if every 
right, privilege, and advantage which the planter 
engages to give the cultivator in return for his 
undertaking to grow Indigo, were specifically 
detailed and secured to the cultivator in the 
formal deed of contrast. It could be no, dis- 
advantage to a factory to give legal socurity for 
conditions which it already holds out with the 
full intention of fulfilling, and to do so would 
silence the objection that the advantages are 
given in profession only. 

8. With reference to the 14th and following 
paragraphs of the report I have called for expla- 
nation from Mr, Westland aud for the records 
of certain cases. ‘The result of my enquiries shall 
Le reported for the information ot Government.

1 wave the honor to inform you that, as request- 
ed, 1 have paid a visit to the villages of Daukee, 
Benodpore, and Bholanauthpore, and have -made 
an enquiry in accordance with the instructions 
conveyed in Commissioner’s letters Nos. 99 of 
21st March, and 141 of 2ud April, and I beg to 
submit, herewith, a report showing the result. 

2. Before entering into the question of the 
state of feeling existing between the factory and 
the ryots, I will dispose of the points noticed in 
the 3rd and 4th paragraphs of the former of the 
Commissioner’s letters. 

3. With regard to the case of Haran Biswas, 
it appeared on enquiry that Haran Biswas died 
about nine years ago, that bis eon, Hoormut 
Biswas, a shurt time ago, was sentenced, together 
with others, to six months’ imprisonment, and that 
he was in Jail at the time of the alleged violence. 
It further appeared thet a paten was duly made 
to the Officers in charge of the Chooadangah Sub- 
Division hy Hossen Biswas, the brother of Hoor- 
mut, regarding the alleged attack on hia house, 
and bis deposition was recorded in the regular 
way. His deposition was to the effect that he 
had been seized and taken away to the Poamarce 
Factory and made to sign an Indigo contract 
against bis will, and that when be returned hore 
on the same day be foand some of the factory 
servants engaged in plundering his property. 
This case, together with many others, appears -to 
have been dismissed by the Assistant Magistrate 
of Chocadangsh as false; several of the plain- 
tiffs being at the same time put on their defence, 
churged with instituting false complaints; and as 
this case is closely connected with many others 
which are now pending trial in the Chooadangah 
Court, I did not consider that, it would be proper 
or expedient for me to take sny action in the 
watter judicially. 






! 





4. From enquiries I made on the subject it 
appears that the plaintiff’ Hossen (who is a Igd 
of about nineteen or twenty) and his brother 
Hoormut (who is now in Jail) carry on the busi- 
ness of Mahajuns, and that some .of the factory 
servants who were in their debt carried off their 
documents in order to prevent them proving any 
case against them. It was further alleged, as 
stated in the plaintifP's petition to" the Sub-Divi- 
ssional Officer of Chooadangah, that on the day of 
the above occurrence he was tuken to the factory 
with the view of making him enter into an Indigo 
contract, and that this opportunity was’ taken 
advantage of by the servante to make off with his 
documents in his absence. 

Apparently po advances were, taken or contract 
entered into, either by him or ‘his brother, pre- 
vious to the abdbe date, and he usserts that ten 
the contract was not made voluntarily, but that he 
was forced to make it. This, however, appears to 
have been showed to be false to the ralishuetion of 
the Assistant Magistrate of Chooadangah, who, 
T have no doubt, bad good reasons for acting as 
he did. Yet T can’t help thinking that the case, 
and especially the charge against the factory 
servants for entering his house, seems to have been 
disposed of in rather a hasty mauner, 

5, With regard to the case of Soojay Sheikb, 
noticed in the 4th paragraph of the Commis- 
sioner’s letter No. 99, from what I could ascer- 
tain, I think that probably Soojay was slightly 
assaulted, but certainly not in the mauner repre- 
sented in the petition. He is a man ina very 
delicate state of health, and constantly confined to 
his bed, and this circumstance was, there cau ba 
no doubt, taken advantage of to exaggerate his 
ease. It appears that he is the servant of a man 
by namie Bhogoban Biswas, of Daukee, and that « 
warrant of arrest was out against Bhogoban, and 
it is alleged by Soojay that on a certain day a 
constable from the Thannab, in company with 
three of the factory servants, came to Bhogoban’s 
house to look for him, and that not finding him 
there they set upon him and assaulted him, 

Bhogoban was formerly a gervant of the fac. 
tory, but he had been turned out of that employ- 
ment und had since had cases with the factory in 
Court, and in one of these cases he was suapecied 
by the Judge of the District of fling some forged 
documents, and the matter was made over to tha 
Fouzdary Court for investigation. The factory 
was, of course, anxious fo have him punished, and 
this would account for some of the servants going 
with the constable to search for him. 

The aseault, However, if it did take place, was of 
a comparatively trivial nature, for the defendants 
had uo weapons of any sort, and it was only all 
that a few blows with the hand were given. The

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1. With regard to the 7th paragraph of the 
Commissioner’s letter respecting the relations 
between tho villagers and the factorv, 1 have the 
honor to state that the following is the result of 

enquiry :— 

For the last four years no contracts appear to 
have been taken, and no Indigo sown by the 
villagers of Daukee, Benodpore, and Bholanauth- 
pore; but this year, however, during the last two 
months, Kobooliuts have been given apd advances 
taken by nearly all the villagers of the aforesaid 
villages. The Kabooliuts are all in printed forms 
and fur various terms, and the following is a 
specimen contract’ given by Jamal Mundul, of 
Daukee, to the Poamaree Factory : — 

“ L bind myself to sow seven Rosgali of Indigo 

ear for ten years, and to give to the factory 
fifty-six bundles pf Indigo (eight bundles per 
“beegnh) at the rate of four bffftdles per Rupee, 
I have received in advance the sum uf Rupees 14, 
and I bind myself to cultiyate the land selected 
by, the Factory Gomastah. The land is to be 
measured by a fifty-five guz russee, (twenty-nine 
inches to the guz,) and I will cultivate in Kartick 
and Chyot, getting my seed from the factory. 

“J bind myself to take care of the crop without 
making any objections, and on the crop being ripe 
to cut it amd take it to the factory, and have 
it measured by a six foot chain. I am then to 
obtain a “hat-chitta” showing the amount, and at 
the end of the season to go to the factory and make 
up my accounts at the rate prescribed above. 1 
bind myeelf not to sell any surplus Indigo that I 
may obtain from the crop to any third party, and 
not destroy or injure any. If I do, or if through 
any neglect or fault of mine a Jess quantity than 
that stipulated for should be delivered by me at the 
factory, then I will make vd the quantity, sold, 

‘ estroyed, or defici- 
© This, I'am informed, is about ent by giving the 
Bese SR rico ofthe manus 
factured Indigo. IfI don’t, the Planter shall be able 
realize tho amount from me under the Law in 
forea, and no excuse of mine will bevalid. I will 
continue to take advances from the factory and 
cultivate Indigo in the manner prescribed for tho 
period of the contrrct, and if on tho expiry of 
the tarm I have not worked off all the advances 
given to me, then I will continue to grow Indigo 
‘on the same terms until T have done so ; this con- 
tract shall be binding on mo and my heirs.” 

Before me it was urged by the majority of the 

ota that these contracts had Leen forcibly made, 
that is to say, that they (the ryote) had been 
carried of to the factory and threatened until 
they would agree to the terms proposed. On the 
gther hand, it was asserted ly the factory that 
the contracts had all been entered into voluntarily, 
and that the yaa were now merely trying to 

udiate their advances. 

~*~ ‘Tho proceedings in the Court of the Sub- 
Divisional Officer of Chooadangah certainly go to 
show that no force or illegal meneures. were used 
to obtain these contracts, for gil the complaints 
made by the ryots on this point appear to have 
been, diuimed. ‘as false, While many of them 
‘have boon punished for making false complaints ; 
‘ut at the same time after wish ver pros d before

_ 9. That very great pressure has been used, and 
is now being used, is not denied by Mr. Hills. 

Mr. Hilis holds large decrees against most of 
the ryots of these villages. Some obtained from 
the Small Cause Court last year for breaches 
of Indigo contracts in 1859-60, and others 
from the Act X. Courts for rent. He has 
further obtained decrees for enhanced rents at the 
rate of 12 annas and 1 Rupee per beegah in place 
of 6 annas a beegah, as it was before, and he bas 
told the ryots now that they must sow Indigo, 
and that if they don’t, he will execute his decrees 
and sell them out, Placed in such circumetances 
as these, many of the ryots of course have given 
in and have taken what is alleged to be a voluntary 
contract, the arrangement made with them, I 
believe, being that if they will sow Indigo the rent 
of their land shall not be increased more than 2 
annas beyond the old rates, and a great portion 
of the debt due from them to the factory shall be 
remitted. 

10. The ryots of the neighbouring village 
of Belgachee have all Jately settled with the 
fuctory; and they have done so, they say, because 
they cannot hold vut any longer against their 
Zemindar ; they are now in his hands, and he has 
ordered them to sow Indigo, or take the con- 
sequences, and they have no course left them but 
to agree to his terms. Some of the villagers of 
Benodpore, Bholanauthpore, and Daukee bave 
also come to terms in the same way, but they 
say also that though the Indigo, cannot but prove 
a losing speculation to them, yet they have no 
option in the matter, 

ll. The majority of ryots, however, of these 
villages are still holding out. All tho villages are 
ina very wretched condition, and some of the ryots 
have already deserted. They admit that their 

resent condition is owing to the misunderstand- 
ings which have existed between them and their 
Planter Zemindar for the last four years, and that 
he has the power to sell most of them out at any 
moment he likes. They further heard their 
landlord tell them in my presence that it was his 
intention that they should sow Indigo for him, 
or that if they did not they should not remain. 
Under these circumstauces therc was little to 
besaid on my part. Mr. Hille is net acting 
‘legally, and the ryots did not say he was. 
Some said they could not help what their Zemin- 
dar intended to do, they never would cultivate 
Indigo again; others again were undecided, 
anxious not to have anything to do with Indigo, 
and yot not soeing how to avoid it. 

12. LT euggested to Mr. Hills that I thought 
tho terms of his contracts were rather unfair to 
the ryote, and that he should somewhat relax 
them; but he was of opinion that theso villages 
should do as all his other villages have done. He 
said that the advantages he offered them, vie., of 
holding their land at a less rent than they other- 
wise would, and of having a portion of their debt 
remitted were very great ; that the ryots. of these 
villages had always behaved vey badly, had not 
paid any rent for a long time, and were deserving 
‘of no consideration until they commenced to sow. 
He had power legally to sell them out he said, and 
it they wonld not sow Indigo, he did not see why 
he should not exercise that power. There were 
altogether 10,000 beegahs of land in these three 
villages, and he only required 470 to be sown in 
Indigo, and he did not think there was anything 
wnreasonable in this. 
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18. I could, therefore, merely advise the rrots 
that as it appeared that their complainte againet 
the factory for having forcibly taken their 
Kobooliuts had been dismissed as false, and that 
as they had clearly heard what the intention of 
their landlord with regard to Indigo was, it would 
be well for them to eudeavor to come to some 
terms with him and so save themselves from imme- 
diate ruin, They all behaved in a quiet and 
orderly manner, and appeared to me at last to 
think that this was the best course they could 
pursue. 

14. During the enquiry I received very nu- 
merous representations against. the proceedings of 
the Assistant Magistrate of Chooadangah ; indeed 
the eomplaints of the ryots generally were directed 
far more against the Sub-Divisional Court than 
against the factory, and I therefore deem it my 
duty to notice a few of them :— 

A. It was urged, as stated in the petition of 
the 29th March, made by Manoollah Biswas, that 
the trial of their cases after having been fixed 
for a certain day was altered to another day with 
out their knowledge, and the cases then all strack 
off in default. 

B. That several of them were put into hajut 
and detained there for eight days, no bail being 
allowed, although the offence was bailable. 

C. That some of them were summoned to 
adgwer a charze of making a false complaint, 
when no one charged them for such an offence, 
and when itdoes not even appear from the Assist 
ant Magistrate’¢ judgment that the complaints 
were false. 

D. That their legal advisers in the Court have 
been suspended, and that they can now get no one 
to render them any assistance, 

F. That the Assistant Magistrate wouldn't 
allow the factory to come to terms with them by 
withdrawing the cases and compromising, bat ine 
sisted that they all should be punishéd, 

F. That they received great injustice from 
him in the cases notived in the 2nd paragraph of 
their petitiyn to the Commissioner. 











15. With regard to the first point there are, I 
think, grounds for their being dissatisfied. 


On the 19th March eizht* casen were instituted 
by the ryots against the 
servants of the factory, 
and the triale were fixed 
for the Ist April, on which 
day they were ordered to 
produce tiie witnesses, 
On the 22nd March, how- 
ever, fresh orders were isgued to the effect that the 
cases wouid be heard on the following day (the 
23rd) and that fresh notice was to be issued to the 
plainti fa. Plaintitls got information, it appears, 
on the-moraing of the 23rd, but having to collect 
together their witnesses were unable to go off at 
once, and afterwarde when they reached the Court 
they found that all the cases liad been disinissed 
in default. 


16. With regard to the next paint it is urged

From the record it 
appears that they were “ chalaned” inta Conrt bw 


the Police in execution of a warrant on the 80th 
March, and on the record there are two orders in 
Bengallee, dated 80th and Slet March, respoctive- 
ly, to the effect that the prisoners were to be put 
in hajut, but these orders are not signed; and 
there is another order in English of 31st, to the 
effect that they must furnish Rupees 50 security, 
orin default be committed to hajut. The pri+ 
soners were charged with making a false com- 
plaint, which is a bailable offince, and therefore 
the order in’ English was a regular one. 

The petitioners, however, insist that they were 
not given the option of furnishing security until 
the 7th April when their defenee was taken, but 
whether this was the case or not it is impossible to 
eay without further enquiry feom the Assistant 
Magistrate. 

17, With regard to the Srq point it appéars 
that eight cases were instituted by the ryote on 
the 19th March and eighteen on the 2let, all 
against the factory, and they were all disposed of 
by the Assistant Magistrate in one decision on the 
23rd March. The Assistant Mayistrate writes as 
follows :— , 


“In these eight (i. ¢, the former eight.) T 
merely took the substance of the o»mplaint, but 
the second day when eighteen were presented, I 
examined on some of the leading puinta in the 
case. The plaintiffe had not prepared their story, 
aid wets taken by surprise. ‘The whole thing was 
sufficiently ghown to be a conocction of lies. Other 
complainants from the same villages were ready to 
present their complaints but did not do 0,” and 
the whole twenty-six cases were dismissed, the 
first cight at any rate being manifestly dismissed 
in default, Several of the plaintiffs were at the 
same time charged by the Assistant Magistrate 
with having instituted false complaints and war- 
rants issued for their arrest, and among those 

against whom war- 









rants were issued 
Shaioo were three of the 
. plaintiffé# in the 


first eight cases which were diemissed, not as re- 
corded because they were false, but merely on 
default. This is what appears from the record ; 
whether there are any other circumstances con- 
neeted with their arrest or not I am, of course, 
unable to say. 


18, As regards the next point it seems that 
two Mooktears were suspended from employment, 
but reinstated after two orfthree days. 

19. SVith respect to the fifth point it appears 
that some of the ryote on seeing that their oom. 
plaints were dismissed, and that the Avsistant 
Magistrate wns determined to prosecute them for 
bringing false complaints, endeavored to effect » 
comprowise with the planter, Mr. Meares; that 
Mr. Meares stated to the Court that he had 
come to on arrangement with the ‘ryota now, 
and he hoped thot no further action would be 
taken by the Court in the matter ; but the Assiat~ 
ant Magistrate did not allow any such comproe 
mise, and directed thut the cases should be pro 
ceeded with, di

Report on the working of the Money 
Order system in Bengal for the 
year 1863-64. 


From H. Saxpeuax, Kag., Civil Pay-Master, to the Socre- 
tary to the Government of Bengal,—(No. 6, dated tho 
14th Juno 1864.) ‘ 





I wave the honor, in reply to your letter 
No. 1913, dated 18th ultimo, to forward to you a 
copy of a Report drawn up by Mr. Ronaldson, 
Officiating Controller, upon the working of the 
Money Order system during the year ending 30th 
April last. nae ; 

2. Mr. Ronaldson has icft me but little to add 
beyond the ssonural remark that the eystem has 
both worked well and been highly appreviated by 
the public. The greatly increased demand for 
orders on tho part of remittance makers affords 
unanswerable testimony to the fact that every 
ponfidence is placed upon the security of the 
means thus afforded to them of sending smal] 
sums of money from one Station to another, while 
the facility with which the Orders are obtained 
and cashed is such as hat never before oxisted in 
India, and oan scarcely be maintained under any 
other system of remittunce drafts. It is 1:uposst- 
ble, however, to expec’, that the aye ore be of 

‘terial or extensive use, or that any im- 
potent nancial regulls can be obtained, while the 
Money Order aystern remaiue confined to its present 
limited circle; it is oaly when it is extended to 
tha whole of the Bengal Presidency, and then to 
the Sister Presidencies of Madras and Bombay, 
chat really. beneficial results may be looked for.

As facilities of communication by rail increace the 
cost transport of bullion will necegsarily decrease, 
and the value of money become more and mora 
equalized throughout the Empire; and even at 
presse it is ndt reasonable to suppose that any 
loss can accrue to the State by allowing to the 
Public the privilege of making, at a trifling cost, 
small remittances of money which van in no way 
touch the interests of the Banker or interfere 
with the exchange operations of tho country. 
T have already survested to the Supreme Govern- 
ment the advisability of permitting an extension 
of the Money Order system, but have not received, 
any reply to my Report on the subject.

Wrru reference to paragraph 3 of the letter from 
the Government of Bengal, No. 11351; dated 
9th October 1863, I have the honor to submit a 
Statement showing the operations of this Depart- 
ment for the year ending 30th April last. 

2. From this Statement it will be seen that 
during the twelve mouths 26,032 Money Orders 
wers issue’, aggreratiny Rupees 15,61,897-6, and 
SE) Orders were paid during the same 

period of a total value of Rupees 15,62,261-2. 

The umount of commission realized on the issue 

of Orders was Kupees 16,860.14, 

8. ‘aking the total uumber and the value of 
Orders issued and paid the average value of each 
Order issued would be Rupees 60, and of each 
Order paid Rupees 541. 
Comparing these results with those of the 
firs: six months it appears that, whilst the total 
uumber of Orders issued during the year, and the 
amount of commission realized thereon, was more 
than double that of the first six months, the total 
value of the Orders issued was rather less, which 
demonstrates that the Department has been more 
largely availed of for the purposes (or which it 
was primarily established, rez, the remittance of 
small sums. On the other hand the tutal number 
and the value of Orders paid were both more than 
double the corresponding figures ol the first six 
months. 

5. With few exceptions the uumber of Orders 
issned by cach Agent during the yea was more 
than double that of the first six months. In eight 
Districts the number was trebled and quadrupled, 
and in a few Districts the increase was even more 
marked, As Burdwan the Orders issued in 
1563-64 were Qas against 44 daring the firet, 
six months; in Cuttack 2,353 ax against 923; in 
Gya 1,417 as against 61; in Midnapore 304 us 
against 62; in Mymensing 1,01$* as against 239; 
and in Pubna 28+ as against 62. 

6. Ot the total amount of Orders paid during 
the year Rupees 9,51,800 was disbursed from 
the Caleutta Oilice on 16,639 Orde ving an 
average value of about Rupees 57 
Order. ‘The rermainder of the payments, umount- 
ing to Rupees 610,461 on 12,210 Orders, were 
distributed amongst the Mofussil Stations, thus 
showing that the system has largely afforded the 
means of making remittances between Motussil 
Stations that wore previously wanting.

BY THE 


DIRECTORS OF THE BANK OF BENGAL, 


FOR THE HALF-YEAR ENDING 80rn JUNE 1864. 





‘Tux period that has elapsed since the Directors last had the pleasure of addressing the Proprietors, 
has been marked by a gradual hut great improvement in the Money Market. Towards the end of 
January, the great monetary pressure began to abate, Silver commenced to flow in in larze amounts, 
and by the end of February, the extreme pressure was at an end. 

‘The demand for accommodation having continued steady during the first quarter of the current 
year, the Directors did not feel justified in making any reduction in the rates of interest and discount 
till April. At the same time, they met the improved state of the Market for Government Securities 
by narrowing the margin on deposits for loans. 

As the amount of the Bank’s Capital was proved, during the sev: e financial crisis already re- 
tered Lo, to be quite inadequate to the wants of the public ; and, as the Branches, recently established, 
nave opened a wide field fur the profitable employment of tli: Bank’s funds, the Directors, by 
Notification, dated the 12th of March last, called for an addittion to the Capital of Rupees one crore, 
‘en: lacs, nine thousand and ninety-one. ‘The lutest date of subscription is the 15th August, and the 
amount subscribed up to the 30th June was Rupees 77,31 ,449-15-2. 

The Authorities at Patna not being able longer to afford office accommodation to the Patna 
Branch, the Directors have secured a very suitable property for the Agency at a cost of Rupees 20,009. 

The amount of Securities held in the Agency Department of the Bank, on 80th June, was Rupees 
1,82,52,702-14.4, and the profits of this particular Department for the half-year Rupees 18,469-4-10. 

The Government having established Circles of Issue at Allahabad, Central India, and the 
Punjaub, to be under the exclusive control of their own Officers ; the Bank has been relieved from the 
»bligation to pay and satisly, on demand, to the holders, the amount of all Government Currency 
Notes of the Circle of Calcutta, so far as their Agencies at Benares and Mirzapore are concerned ; 
these two Stations having heen included in the Allahabad Circle. - 

The profits at Head Office and Branches, for the half-vear, alter deducting the expense of Estab- 
ishment, and other incidental charges, and providing for payment of interest on New Stock, and the 
‘neome Tax, amount to Rupees 12,07,219-5-0, which is equal to a dividend of Rupees 21-15-52 per 
ent. Tho Directors, however, bearing in mind the expediency of strengthening the Reserve Fund, 
ave declared a Dividend at the rate of only 20 per cent. per annum, upon the paid-up Capital of 
tupees 1,09,90,909 ; and, after writing off Rupees 24 265-10-9 to doubtiul debts, have carried the 
urplus to the credit of Reserve Fund, in addition to the sum of Rupees 1,89,015 arising from 
e-valuation of the Bank’s investments in Government Securities at present improved prices. ‘The 
Directors have now the satisfaction of stating that, although the Reserve Hund had been seriously 
eroached upon’ at the close of the last half-year, by the valuation of the Bank’s investment in 
Yovernment Securities at the then ruling rates, it has now been nearly restured to the figure at which 
t stood on 80th June 1863.

Reduction of Customs Duties on gzods

the Maharaja of Cashmere and

From the Beorstary to Government, Panjab, to the Secre- 
tary to the Government or India, Foreign Department,— 
(No. 223, dated the 20th Apri! 1864.) 


Ir will be in your recollection that the attention 
of the Hon’ble the Lieutenant-Governor was 
given in 1862 to an earnest consideration of the 
trade crossing our north-west frontier. In a re 
port made to His Honor by the undersigned it 
was shown that in consequence of the entire 
remission of all Customs duties on tho Peshawar 
and Derajat border by the present, Vicerov, Sir 
John Lawrence, when Acting Resident at Lahore 
in 1848, the trade with Afghan‘stan, particularly 
by the routes leading from Peshawar, had, greatly 
jncreased. It was at the same time poitited ont 
that access tothe markets of Eastern Toorkistan 
through the natural rote passing through Kash- 
mir was virtually barred by the excessive duties 
exacted under the orders of the Maharaja of that.

2, In my letter to your address (marginally 

Nos, 80—f8, dated noted’, the Lieutenant-Gover- 
sHiSanuny 1866, nor intimated that there was 
nothing in the treaties under which the Maharaja 
holds his dominions limiting his rights of taxing 
imports or exports ; and it was explained that the 
agreement entered into with Sir Henry Lawrence

It*was further eommuni- 
cated that the Maharaja, who had very reluctantly 
agreed to the Lieutenant-Governor’s proposal, had 
taken the opportunity of submitting his ardent 
desirs to be allowed to acquire the taluqna of 
Bijwit in commutation of a loan which he had 
made to the British Government of six lacs of 
Rupees. 

4. The late Viceray, Lord Migin, did not at 
the time pass any final orders regard 
proposals; but, on the occasion of Sir’ Robert 
Montgomery visiting Kashmir last summer, His 
Honor was directed to discuss the matter fully 
with the Maharaja in person, and that a decision 
would be given on the Governor General arriving 
at Sealkote. 











5. Accordingly the Lientenant-Governor had 
several conversations on the subject with the 
Maharaja, who constantly stated his desire and 
willingness to meet the wishes of the British 
Government, but still urged the request which he 
had submitted, and clung to the hope of its being 
granted. 


6. Sir Robert Montgomery duly informed the 
lato Vieeroy of the result of these communications, 
and it was hoped that on His Excellency’s reach- 
ing Sealkote a final settlement of the matter 
might be accomplished; but this was, unfortu- 
nately, prevented by his subsequent illness and 
death. 


The Maharaja, however, » few months ago, 
communicated to His Honor that the subject was 
atill under consideration, and several of tie chief 
Merchants of Umritsur were summoned to Jum- 
moo to aseiot in revising the Tariff.

was restricted to the Koolloo route, though a 
very much more difficult one than that by Kash- 
mir, A uniform transit duty of five per cent has 
now been fixed for goods going to Leh. The 
trader to Yarkund by Shrinugur is thus placed in 
a position fiscally not less advantageous than that 
of the one trading with Bokhara by Peshawar, 

14. The rates are not levied on the frontier of 
the Maharaja’s territories, but at_ the towns, and 
vary with the distance. Table IIT. A. and IIL B. 
show those at Jummoo, which, it will be seen, are 
lower there than at Shrinugur. A trader buying 
goods at Jummoo and taking them to Shrinugur, 
or Ladakh, would have to pay the difference 
between the rates of those places, 

15, Tt is understood that the alteration in the 
rates has not yet been made generally known to 
the Merchants interested in the trade; but 
measures are in progress, under the Licutnant- 
Governor's directions, to inform them. It is too 
ion to predict confidently the resalts which will 
follow ; but it is evident that tie Maharaja has so 
far complied with the wishes of the Government

territory, as the rates on this article are nowhere 
detailed. Ie has, of course, a great object in 
keeping up his monopoly of it. Still, on the 
whole, the Licutenant-Governor cannot but re 
gard the measures of the Maharaja with much 
satisfaction, and he trusts that they will result in 
a very much expanded trade, both wilh the town 
of Shrinugur, the populous valley of Kashmir, and 
ultimately with Eastern Toorkistan. His Honor 
considers that the Mabaraja"has deserved the ac- 
knowledgments of Government for the manzer 
in which he has endeavored to meet ite wishes. 
‘The Lientenant-Governor will continuc to watch 
the vircumstances of the trade, and is gratified 
that the exertions which he has continued to 
make for its improvement have not been alto- 
gether ineffectual.

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Correspondence on the subject of Bri- 
tish Trade with Sikhim, Thibet, 
Bootan, and-Nepal. 


From J. Groonmcax, Eaq., Under-Secretary to the Govern- 
ment of Bengal, to th Suporintendent of Darjeeling 
(No, 681, dated Darjecling, the 2ud May 1864.) 





‘Tux Lieutenant-Governor has been informed 
by Cheeboo Lama that the trade with Thibet, 
which is yearly inerensing, and has now assumed 
considerable proportions, would be greatly pro- 
moted if a suitable place near thé Station of Dar- 
jecling were aesigned to the Thibet, traders, where 
they could find proper accominodation for. them- 
selves and their cattle during their stay al that 


2. It seems to His Honor that no better site 
could be found for this purpose than the Govern- 
ment reserved land at the end of the Lebong 
Spur. It is sufficiently near the Station for pur- 

ones of trade, and yet not near enough to cause 
hy ineonvenitnce to the residents if occupied in 
the manner proposed. There is abundance of 
forest and grazing ground, and if there are no 
springs water can easily be conducted there to 
the lower levels hy a bamboo conduit from the 
‘upper part of the Spur, 

3, The land is not now required fk any other 
public purpose, nor, if it were desirable to alienate 
it, doer it possess much value as a building loca- 
tion for European residence, A few sheds should 
be erected at the extremity of the Spur for the 
accommodation of the traders on a level at which 
water could be easily supplied by the natural fall 
of the ground, and the sheds should be connected 
with the Rungeet Road by o good bridle-path 
eight or ten feet wide. 

4. The traders would probably be willing 
hereafter to pay a small rent for the use of the 
ground ard sheds, and people ougl:t to be encour- 
aged to form a bazar there under proper regula. 
tion, and on condition of removal at three 
months’ notice should the ground be required for 
any other purpose, 

3. The timber should be carefully preserved 
and po one should be allowed to cut down a tree 
without your permission. The barning of the 
jungle on any part of the land must be absolutely 
forbidden. 

6. The Lieutenant Governor has ascertained 
from Cheeboo Lama that an arrangemeut of this 
kind would be very acceptable to the traders, and 
tend greatiy to promote the traftie with Thibit. 
His Honor therefore requests that you will take 
the matter into your immediate consideration. ait 
submit a Report on the plan suggested, which, 
in case you see no objection to it, His Honor 
authorizes your taking measures af ence to carry 
out. 

7, Tam at the same time toxcquest that you 
will be good enough to prepare and submit a 
genera? Heport on the trade between Darjeeling 
and Sikhim and Thibet, showing, as nearly ae 

ou ca ascertaic, the quantity and value of every 
ind of produce imported into Darjeeling trom 
thove countries during the past four years, and of 
the articles, including specie, taken in return. 
The routes by which the traders convey their 
goods should be accurately described, all impedi. 
ments by which the trade may be in any way 
hindered should be ascertained and reported, and 
means suggested for removing them. 





8. Tam algo to request that you wil ssonriain 
‘and report the particulars of any trade that may 
now Sat with Bootan on the one hand, and Nepal. 
on the other, and make any suggestions for the 
encouragement of such trade that may ocour to 
you,

Ix accordance with the instructions conveyed 
in paragraphs 7 and § of your letter No, 58T. of 
the 2nd of May 1864, I have the honor to submit 
the following Report on our trade with Sikhim, 
Thibet, Booian, and Nepal during the years 1860, 
1861, 1862, and 1863, together with a Tabular 
Statement vhowing the articles of merchandize 
which have changed hands with the prices realized 
year by year. ie ; 

2. “My means of gathering information sre 
restricted, no traders of any importance residing 
here, and the details have, in a great measure, been 
supplied by Cheeboo Lama, whoee position and 
Gonnection with those who trade between the 
above: countries are such as to render him well 
acquainted with the mie and to enable me to 
tely pn the accuracy of his statements. 

3. The calculations of course are merely ap- 
proximate, but, I consider, tolerably accurate. 

Inportations from Sikkim. 

4: The merchandize imported fiom Sikbim 
consists of horses, cattle, including sheep and 
goate, blankets, salt, musk, wax, ghee, oranges, 
millet, rice, lime, and copper ; the last only since. 








5. There has been a steady annual increase in 
the trade, and the importations of 1863 are 
nearly double those of 1860; the prices realised . 
during the four years under notice amount te 
Rupers 80,535. Of this Rupees 19,450 returned 
to Sikhim. in the shape of goods, Rupees 70,805 
leaving tle District in cash. The ‘sales of 1863 
alone amouuted to Rupees 33,094, of which 5,750 
was spent in the Settlement. 

6. The most valuable importations have been 
ponies, salt, wax, millet, lime, and copper, all but 
the last being used and consumed in the District, 

7. ‘Traders enter the Settlement by four routes ; 
two tid Namehee and Chudam tw the Burra Run- 
geet on our frontier, and two rn Zeemoe to Goke 
and Tramdue tu Colbong. .No_spedial impedi- 
ments to trade are reported, the difficulties being 
confined to the ordinary vicissitudes of travel in 
mountainous and sparsely populated countries and 
the badness of the roads. 

8. Ax regards the trade with both Sikhim 
und Thiet every thing is to be hoped for by the 
completion of the proposed main road throng! 
the former to the feoatier of the latter counts , 
I trust thatthe execution of thie project will. be. 
no longer delayed, affd that early next ecason: an 
Officer may be specially appointed who, un. 
tramelled by other duties, can without in 
tion complete the survey, marking out the road 
in such a way that the work may be at once 
carried on, 


Exportations to Sikkim, 

9. | The articles purchased here for exportation 
to Sikhim are English cloth, calico, brazen and 
other matal utensils, tobsceo, and coral, the prio 
realized during the last four years amounting, ae, 
already shown, to Rupees 19,450, ee 
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10, ‘The receipts of 1863 exceedi&g those of 
1861 by nearly one-third. With the exception 
of tobacco, which is grown in the Teraie, none of 
these goods are of local manufacture, the Settle- 
ment being mainly itself dependent on other 
places for its supplies produces nothing for export- 
ation but tea. 

11, As the manufacture of this latter increases 
and the communications with Thibet are improved 
a great quantity will doubtless be exported for 
consumption both in that country and Sikhim; 
the inhabitants of both are large consumers, and 
the brick tea imported from Latte, and China, 
their present markets, will no longer be used. 

12, As trade is opened up and an accrssiblo 
market provided, the prosperity of the people will 
proportions inerease and with it a demand for 

jardpean and foreign luxuries; tere is already 
an annually increasing call for English cotton 
goods and cloth. 
Importations from ‘Thiket. 

18. The trade with Thibet consists in importa- 
tions of horses, mules, blawkets, tea, turquoise, 
ortaile, wool, musk, brazen musical instruments, 
and shoes. 

14. The imports have increased greatly during 
the last four yours ; the total eost of goods sold 
amounte to Rupees 64,006, and that of 1563 is 
nearly treble that o£ 1860. Of this Rupees 64,005 
Rupees 43,760 are spent in Darjeeling in the pur 
chase of goods for oxgortation, only Rupees 20,305 
being taken away in@ash. : 

15, Tho chief increase has been in horses, 
blankets, turquoise, wool, und musk, the first, for 
the most port, finding their market in the plains, 
the second being easily disposed of amongst the 
immense number of coolies now employed in the 
Settlement. 

16, The increase is owing to our improved 
relations with Sikhim, through which the Thibe- 
tiaus mast pase, and the trade will no dgabt be 
greatly augmented by the completion of a direct 
road through Sikhim and Railway communication 
with Caleutta; a considerable portion of the 
China trade would doubtless be diverted from 
other and more circuitous routes, and Darjeeling 
asa mutual market in a fine climate will become 
important as a mercantile Depdt. 

17. Merchandize from Thibet reaches us by 
routes starting from Chala, Yekla, Nathey, 
Cumra, and Dangsa; all these meet in Sikhim, 
throagh which they enter Derjecling vié Gang- 

tock and Dikecling ; there either being separate 
toads to the Burra Rungeet, there is a small Ex- 
port Duty levied at Fogry in Thibet. No other 
obstacles are reported. 
Ezportations to Thibet. 

18. The articles exported by the Thibetians 
are chisfly tobacco, indigo, and kuth, (catechue,) 
the exporta of which in 1863 ex'ceed those of 1860 
by more than six to one. 

19, The-other articles mentioned, with the ex- 
ception of saltpetere and bar iron, being petty 
English manufactures; the latter; besides being 
dear on account of the distance from which they 
are hit, are difffoult of carriage, and are pro- 
bably supplied to the Phibetians from other quar-

appears to be muscle, and we get the benéfit of 
this in the numerous coolies who find employment 
on our Public Works and Tea Plantations. There 
is scarcely any perceptible increase in their ime 
portations ; the total value during the, four years 
is Rupees 1,700, while, in the other hand, the 
value of goods taken in mge amounts to 
Rupees 4,200 only. f 

21. Again cloth is the only article worth 
mentioning ; still, as this item includes all sorts of 
cloth and cotton goods, it is significant as giving 
proof of a demand for English goods. 

22, What is known of their buildings and 
Public Works shows that they are an ingenious 
and mechanical people, and improved relations 
with the country would doubtless lead to 8 brisk 
trade, 

28, Thero are two roads by which Bootan 
trade enters Darjeeling; Jirst, vid Shaugney and 
Jungsa to Dalimcote, thence crossing the Sum- 
lienghat to Poshook ; second, from Paroo passing 
the frontier of Thibet and Bootan by Choomby 
and Rinchingong in Thibet, thence vid the Chula 
Yeklah and Nathay Passes in Sikhim to the 
Burra Rungect. With respect to this trade as 
that of the other countries nothing on their side 
seems called for but better roads. 

Inportations from Nepal. 

24. Regarding the trade with Nepal I write 
with great uncertainty. The information I have 
received tends to show that trade during the last 
four years has remained much where: it was; the 
only’ increase of importance appears to be in 
cattle and blankets, for both of which the increased 
population of Darjecling affords a ready market. 

25. The sales of 1863 show only Rupees 25,140 
against Rupees 23,040 of 1860; the total prices 
realized in the four years amount to Rupees 96,060, 
of which only Rupees £,000 were spent. in return. 


26. This is probably accounted for by Nepal 
bordering on other Districts more accessible than 
this, ‘The latter sum is said to be spent entirely 


on chintz and cotton goods. 

27. The figures both as regards Nepal and 
the other countries represent only sales effected to, 
and by, regular traders. 

28. The Nepal traders rewh us by three 
routes; frat, vid Elamghurree in Nepal, crossing 
tho Michee to Nagree; s-cond, Mayoong in Nepal 
to Goong; third, vid Toonglong and Fulaloong 
in Nepal to Samaboong near Ghoke, No special 
difficulties are reported except as regards cattle 
and iron, the exportation of which: is said to be- 
prohibited and to be effected secretly. A small 
Duty is levied on the frontier on other articles. 

29. Aa I have shown, the difficulties of access 
alone are complained of by those from whom I 
have gathered my information, but there is 
another and a far more important obstuel-, which 
brings me to the first part of your letter under 
reply. _. 

"30. It is the uncertainty of the market, the 
urchasers being confined to few and scattered 
individuals, and there being no place where trade 
can be openly carried on, competition aroused, and 
cattle goods safely herded and stored, and the 
traders comfortably acoommodited. E 

81. The tradeze from ull these countries con- 
gregate here much about the same time at the 
end of the rains and during the cald weather, and 
1 pee no difficulty in carrying ont the Lieutenant~ 
Governor’s project. of setting apart the Lebong 
Spur for these: pusposes, though eventually 
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would not limit the accommodation afforded to 
the Thibet traders alone. I some time ago reported 
to Government that I recommended tho institu- 
tion of an annual Fair, and that Checboo Lama 
would furgish gronud on the Ghoke Hill, but 
that was with a view to its being easily accessible 
from the proposed road to Thibet, and, under pre- 
sont circumstances, the land at Lebong as being 
in immediate communication with ony of the 
main roads and being Government. property may 
be preferable, ‘There was no use in commencing 


operations @t the commencement of the rains with 
plenty of time before us, as tho traders do nob 
begin to arrive till the middle of October, but I 
have put things in train and will have a sufficient 
space cleared and rough sheds erected by the time 
thev are needed ; it would be difficult to establish 
a Bazar in_ so out-of-the-way a place, where the 
market would only be temporary and one will 
naturally arise with the necessity, and I will take 
| care that due nolice shall be given to thove likely 


| to assist in the matter.

5. Tho Livatgnant-Goyernor thinks that you 
may with advantage take+the opportunily of 
pointing out to the Tea Planters of Darjeelitig 
that some profit may perhaps be made by paying 
a little attention to the requirements of | the 
Thibetians and Sikhimese in the matter of Tea. 
Tho country beyond Sikhim is one of the grent- 
est tea consuming countries in the world, Tea 
is the great staple of food of tho entire pugyla- 
tion, and if an article of the description required 
were proourable in Darjeeling at reasonable rate, 
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it is almost a matter of certainty that the whole 
of that Tract would supply itself from this plare 
instead of consuming tea brought by @ long and 
expensive inland carriage from China, But it is 
not to be expected that the people of Sikhim and 
Thibet, will suddenly change their bubits, und il 
Darjeeling is ever fo supply Thibet, Sikhim, and 
Bootan with tea, the Planters must consult the 
tastes of the people of those countries and pre- 
pare brick tea for them. This can probably be 
done with adventye to the producers, and without 
in any way interfering with the preparation of 
the finer teas for the Europgan market, for the 
brick tea is made of the coarse thick leaves 
which are not plucked for the ordinary manufac- 
ture and are now useless. 

6. His Honor is aware of the great import- 
ance of having the road through Sikhim to the 
Thibet Frontier taken in hand at one. A road 
along the Teesth Valley and then rid Rhinckh to 
the Nethai Pass would near the Frontier jom 
an excellent road through the great mart of 
Jigartchi to Lhassa, and the whole distance 
would probably not occuny traders more than 
six weeks, though ordinarily the trade would be 
rather with Jigartchi and Phari than with 
Lhassa itself. The subject is of great import. 
ance at the present time, as in consequence of 
the disturbed state of ihe country communica: 
tion between Jigartchi and Lhasa is understood 
to be attended with some difficulty, and between 
Lhasea and China it is almost entirely broken off, 
and the Department Public Works will be re- 
quested to arrange for the survey of the road in 
the ensuing cold season.

Brngal,—(N», 257, dated Darjecling, the 22nd April 1864,) 

Wsrn reference to your letter No. 2436, dated 
15th instant, 1 have the honor to state that the 
paper contained in the enclosure was submitted to 
the Krivon Discipline Committee by me when it 
appeared, during the discussion that ensued upon 
it, that a plan ximilar to it had been in use in the 
Punjob Jails for come years past with entire suc- 
cess. Tnyself saw it in use in a large Military 
Camp in France in which the ordure of a body of 
45,000 Soldiers, with that of the Camp followers, 
and of a large number of Artillery and Cavalry 
horses, was rendered innocuous in a similar 
manner, 








2. Eight months since I ciroulated a copy of 
the paper in the Journal of the Society of Arte to 
some of' the Medical Officers in charge of the pro- 
fessional duties of the Prigons under my control, 
requesting them to subject the plan to immediate 
trial in order that I might judge of the result in 
my then approaching tour of inspection. During 
that toar I directed its introduction into every 
Jail visited by me, and explained the manner of 
its use personally to the Officers concerned, 
Where properly carried out the plan has everye 
where succeeded. 


8, As coon as the experiments at Alipore and 
the Great Jail and House of Correction succt 
perfectly, as I knew from previous trial and know- 
ledge that they would do, 1 requested the Com- 
mittee to supply me*with 100 oopies of the Memo- 
randum, and at once sent it round to every Prison 
in my circle of superintendence, and direeted the 
immediate and thorough cdoption of the plan, 
which is now, I hope, in use in every Prison of the 
Lower Provinces. 


4. It involved no acditional expenditare; 
needed no new agency or construction of Privies ; 
the materials were everywhere available; and 
the plan had been so successful in every place in 
which it had been tried that I deemed no further 
trial to be necessary and, therefore, introduced 
the plan at once, It was, and is, my intention to 
have reported the whole matter to the Govern- 
mentin the Annual Report now under preparation, 
and I trust that, in the circumstances above men- 
tioned, the Hon’ble’the Lieutenant-Governor will 
be pleased to approve the steps I have already 
taken for its general introduction. My object. in 
urging its immediate adoption was that the cholera 
season was at hand, and the dysenterio period 
would immediately follow it, when the need of 
deodorizing and rendering all focal matters inno- 
cuous is always of paramount importance,
